Small Orders Are Costly 


As it costs as much to handle, in prepara- 
tion for shipment of a mixed order for 
merchandise, a half-dozen of one article as 
it does to handle six dozen of the same 
article, the cost of handling orders which 
exemplify the hand-to-mouth buying habit 
is inordinately large. How to make the 
“quick-turnover” buyer pay for the exces- 
sive cost of serving him is one of the big- 
gest problems connected with the high cost 
of distribution. Making a service charge 
on small orders has not solved this problem. 
Nobody has found a practicable means of 
cutting down the inordinate cost of enter- 
ing, pricing, and packing small orders. No 
ready-to-ship assortments have been found 
practicable, even in lines of comparatively 
few items. The problem continues to 
cause nightmares for manufacturers of 
paint, drug, and similar products and for 
wholesalers in the same lines. 

The small order, especially the order 
made up of numerous small line extensions, 
is one of the chief causes of the high cost 
of distribution. This sort of an order is 
popular because the frequently erroneous 
belief in the profitableness of small inven- 
tory and a rapid turnover is popular. This 
belief has been expounded so widely and so 
vigorously that its popularity is readily ex- 
plained. Its fallacy in many, if not most 
instances, because it is frequently carried 
to extremes, is patent to any thorough 
analysis. But, the analytical mind is not 
common. Furthermore, the other extreme 
of overbuying is no less deplorable, and it 
is difficult for seller, as well as buyer, to 
keep in the middle of the road. For these 
reasons, it is most difficult to convince buy- 
ers that a rapid turnover is not necessarily 
a profitable operation; that the best way to 
buy is to take advantage of quantity dis- 
counts to the full extent of their ability to 
sell, but no further—and: there’s where 
trouble usually arises, because the seller be- 
comes too ambitious. 

Reasoning with buyers will not make 
hand-to-mouth buying less popular unless 
it be backed up with tangible evidence that 
there is a better course. Out of his records 
of each customer’s business, every seller can 
adduce such evidence. But, he must be 
careful how he presents it, lest his purpose 
be misunderstood: it is so easy to become 
too enthusiastic in such matters and the re- 


sult of this is suspicion. Perhaps the most 
promising, as well as most practicable, 
method of making hand-to-mouth buying 
less popular (avoiding overselling most 
carefully) is to apply quantity discounts on 
a more closely graduated scale. Even 
though this does not increase the value of 
each order, but does reduce the number of 
items in the order, some saving will be 
effected. 

This matter of handling small orders is 
to be one of the major topics of discussion 
at the regional meeting of the Western zone 
members of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, scheduled to be held 
next week. Small orders are a bugbear of the 
paint industry. If the Western members 
of the association can offer a practicable 
solution ‘of the small-order problem, their 
industry and many other industries will be 
most heavily indebted ‘to them.

Try Advertising 

Among the many things which might be 
applied to. revive business, none offers 
greater promise of efficacy than advertis- 
ing. Inflations and deflations and all the 
rest of the widely heralded and “expertly” 
propounded experiments in business build- 
ing have nothing to support them but the- 
ories. Advertising has proved its worth in 
practice through the centuries. It has 
never failed. True, it has been overworked 
—rather, human endurance, human patience, 
and human credibility have been overtried 
by so-called “advertising”—but advertising 
still has made business. It is making busi- 
ness today; in fact, in proportion to the 
amount of advertising done, the results are 
better now than they were three years ago. 
Advertising has been tried by time, and, al- 
though it has been sorely tried at times, it 
has never been found lacking in efficacy. 

Today, more than ever before in the ex- 
perience of the present business generation 
or its predecessor, advertising is worthy to 
be applied for the purpose of promoting 
business progress, and it is more necessary. 
One of the leading bankers of New York, 
in a public address, recently said :— 

If advertising really performs the function that 
most business men profess to believe, it should 
be among the last items in the budget to be 
slashed. 

The “if” in that statement is wholly su- 
perfluous. It is there simply because bank- 
ers have not until quite recently been 


among the believers in advertising. But, 
bankers have learned, since the Fall of 1929, 
a great many things about industry and 
commerce, which it would have been well 
that they had known before they applied 
the inflater to business. Advertising does 
really perform the function that most busi- 
ness men profess to believe. It performs a 
useful function that most business men 
know in spite of the strain put upon that 
knowledge by credulity. 

There are three reasons why advertising 
should be applied now for the reviving of 
business. The first is that it is needed. The 
second is that competition in advertising 
has lost almost all of the bellowing and 
bluffing that were so prevalent a few years 
ago. The last reason, and the best, is that 
reliable records show that the business 
concerns which have maintained their ad- 
vertising over the past two years have suf- 
fered little from the effects of the slump, 
and that many of them have steadily in- 
creased the volume of their sales. No such 
results can be shown for any other effort 
to combat the cautiousness and fear so gen- 
erally declared to be responsible for the 
prolongation of the ills of business. 

It is essential, in any real trying of ad- 
vertising, that the advertisements be well 
planned, well constructed, and well placed. 
Industrial advertising, for example, must 
reach the eyes of industry and must have 
a message for industry. Industry is inter- 
ested in buying materials; for industry is 
still able to sell its products, many of them 
in no less volume than that of a few years 
back. The axe of diminished sales fell 
largely on the tallest trees. The readers of 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter are in- 
dustrial buyers. They have told us—eighty 
of each hundred of them—in a survey just 
completed that their prime interest in the 
Reporter is in the information it gives con- 
cerning the prices of materials (the chem- 
ical and related industries do appreciate and 
make use of reliable price information) and 
the sources from which they can obtain 
these materials. How much to pay and 
where to buy; that is what (they, them- 
selves, say it) they chiefly want to know. 
The price lists in the Reporter answer the 
first question for then’; the advertisements 
answer the second, They are satisfied, and 
those who provide them with "thé=desired 
information are pleased. 
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A Chemist Looks at Economics

(Abstract of a paper presented at the June meeting of the Chicago section 
of the American Chemical Society; contributed by the author.) 


I was in Europe in 1923-24, the worst 
year following the war, when France 
occupied the Ruhr with her army and 
attempted to collect reparations by 
running the German factories. One 
hundred thousand Germans were 
driven from their homes on account of 
the “passive resistance”; but that re- 
sistancé™ proved stronger than the 
French army, and France was brought 
to the verge of financial ruin. She was 
compelled to accept the Dawes Com- 
mission; Herriot replaced Poincare; 
and a temporary settlement of the 
question of reperations was made. 

I was abroad again in 1931, when a 
series of startling economic events oc- 
curred in rapid succession. In the 
Spring, when Austria was on the brink 
of collapse, Germany and Austria en- 
deavored to form a customs union; but 
this was thwarted by France and by a 
decision of the World Court. In June, 
while we were in Germany, President 
Hoover proposed a year’s moratorium 
for “Reparations” and war debts. This 
was finally accepted after much hag- 
gling on the part of France, which de- 
prived the action taken of much of its 
psychological advantage. ; 

In August, after struggling in vain to 
secure agreement for a_ balanced 
budget, the English Labor Cabinet re- 
signed and the King called on leaders 
ef the Labor, Conservative, and Lib- 
eral parties to form a National Gov- 
ernment, with Ramsay MacDonald as 
Prime Minister. Wall Street and 
France supported the Bank of England 
with a credit of $50,000,000. In spite of 
that, gold was drained away so rapidly 
that on September 21 Parliament sus- 
pended specie payments, and the Eng- 
lish pound soon lost 25 percent of its 
value. 

On October 29, 1929, the market value 
of stocks on Wall Street fell fourteen 
billion dollars in a single day. Since 
then there has been a loss, in all, of 
fifty-seven billions, nearly twice our 
expenses in the World War. This is a 
part of the American side of a depres- 
sion which holds the whole world in 
its grasp and which communists herald, 
almost gleefully, as the collapse of our 
capitalistic civilization. 


Five Causes of Distress 


Among many complex causes of the 
present distressing conditions, five 
things stand out as worthy of especial 
consideration in our search for reme- 
dies:—(1) Overproduction and unem- 
ployment, with the absurd result that 
millions are in danger of starvation 
when we have too much wheat, too 
much cotton, too much clothing, too 
much of the luxuries of life, and can 
find no market for our goods; (2) in- 
ternational friction and suspicion, due 
partly to reparations and war 
debts; but also to changes in bound- 
aries and oppression of minorities; 
(3) failure of the nations to disarm in 
accordance with the promise of the 
Treaty of Versailles; (4) loss of confi- 
dence in the stability of banks and cor- 
porations, causing the phenomenal loss 
in the market value of securities and a 
tremendous decrease in the purchasing 
ability of our people; and (5) the 
growth of populations in England, 
Germany, and Italy. 

In the United States the per capita 
production in agriculture, minerals, 
and manufacture has increased three- 
fold, in gold values, since 1900. It is 
evident that we have an ample supply 
ef everything necessary, if it were 
possible to distribute employment and 
suitable compensation so as to give to 
each the purchasing power he should 
have. 

Three methods of approaching this 
ideal distribution of employment sug- 
gest themselves. The first is to shorten 
the working day to six hours and, if 
necessary, the working week to five 
days. To restore the former purchas- 
ing power of employees, it would be 
necessary to pay as much for six hours 
as was formerly paid for eight. Manu- 
facturers have probably lost more than 
any other class during two years of 
depression, and it would be impossible 
for them to meet this ideal at present. 
In the long run, however, the full 
weekly wage should come. It is only a 
step farther in the direction employ- 
ment has gone for fifty years. 

A second method is to facilitate the 
transfer of men from industries where 
there is a surplus of laborers to other 
lines of work. The mining of coal is 
an industry from which such a trans- 
fer is badly needed. 

A third method is to make new ar- 
ticles which people will buy. The 
automobile industry has been built up 
from nothing in the last thirty years. 
Probably more men are employed in 
making, repairing, and serving auto- 
mobiles than the total number of un- 
employed. 


Employment Security Needed 


For a permanent civilization it is 
very important that we shall find 


means to give better security of em- 
ployment. If manufacturers can not 
solve this problem, it may be necessary 
to adopt some form of unemployment 
insurance. Several nations abroad 
have such laws. In the present crisis 
many employers have shown them- 
selves very sensitive to the needs of 
employees, and voluntary adjustments 
are immensely better than legislation, 
if they can be made sufficiently ef- 
fective. 


There is a very general feeling that 
unemployment has resulted from an 
undue accumulation of property in the 
hands of a few. I have been unable 
to find any accurate statistics to show 
that conditions have been growing 
worse in this respect. Progressive in- 
come taxes and inheritance taxes tend 
to correct this evil. Careful statistical 
studies should be made to determine 
whether these methods are sufficient. 
Meanwhile there are some facts which 
look quite in the opposite direction. 
Sixty percent of our boys and girls of 
high-school age are in the high schools 
and 18 percent of our young men and 
women are in colleges and universities. 
Never before in any country or any age 
was so large a proportion of the people 
given an opportunity to gain an un- 
derstanding and appreciation of the 
higher things in life. In England less 
than 10 percent of the boys and girls 
of suitable age are in secondary 
schools. 

The payment of “Reparations” has 
been one of the major causes of irri- 
tation and suspicion between France 
and Germany since the war. Approxi- 
mately two-thirds of the sums paid by 
Germany are passed over to the United 
States, by France, England, and the 
other Allies, in payments on the war 
debts. Insofar as this is done, the 
payments are not “reparations” at all, 
but are an indemnity to enable the 
Allies to repay sums which they bor- 
rowed to use in carrying on the war. 


Debt Payments Blocked 


Americans have taken some pride in 
saying that we gained no territory and 
asked no indemnity because of the 
war, although we used $32,000,000,000 
for our own expenses and loaned 
$10,000,000,000 to the Allies. It has not 
been remembered, as it should be, that 
Americans grew immensely wealthy as 
the result of the war. Between 1912 
and 1922 the gold value of tangible 
property in the United States increased 
$135,000,000,000. This increase was 
due, in considerable measure, to the 
value of munitions and other materials 
purchased from us during the war. 
While England and France acknowl- 
edge that the war debts are a legal ob- 
ligation, the money can only be paid 
by means of goods sold to us or by 
the sums spent by American tourists. 
Our high tariffs are a serious obstacle 
in the way of such payments. It is 
not surprising that people across the 
water feel, instinctively, that it is not 
fair that they should pay tribute to us 
for two generations on account of these 
debts.

Postal Rate Changes 

Effective July 1, a bill has been signed 
by President Hoover providing a re- 
vision of fees for domestic registered, 
insured and collection-delivery matter, 
and for the collection of surcharges in 
connection with domestic registered 
mail and insured mail treated as regis- 
tered mail. When the amount covered 
by the registration fees does not rep- 
resent the full value of the matter 
mailed, there is to be a surcharge 
based upon the value of the article and 
the distance hauled. The present 
$1,000 limit of indemnity may be raised 
by the Postmaster General up to but 
not beyond $10,000. Under the 1932 
revenue act, the rate on first class 
matter will be increased to 3 cents an 
ounce or fraction of an ounce on July 
6, while the rates on air mail will also 
be increased to 8 cents an ounce for 
the first ounce or fraction, and 13 cents 
for each additional ounce, or fraction. 
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Obituaries 
Dr. G. F. Kunz 


Dr. George Frederick Kunz, interna- 
tionally known mineralogist and gem 
expert, and vice-president of Tiffany & 
Co., jewelers, this city, died unexpect- 
edly June 29 of a cerebral hemorrhage 
atthe Post Graduate Hospital, this city. 
} He was born in this city and was sev- 
enty-five years old. Sducated in the 
public schools and Cooper Union, he 
became associated with Tiffany & Co. 
in his youth and when 23 years old 
was made a vice-president of the com- 
pany. Many honorary degrees were 
awarded him by various colleges and 
universities in later years, in recogni- 
tion of his achievements in the study 
of minerals. 

From 1883 to 1909 he was a special 
agent of the United States Geological 
Survey and served as director of the 
departments of mines at most of the 
national and international expositions 
held between 1889 and 1904, serving in 
the last mentioned year as radium 
commissioner to the St. Louis exposi- 
tion. 

He held many foreign decorations 
and was a member of the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers, of 
which he was a former vice-president; 
was former president of the New York 
Academy of Seiences; founder and 
president of the New York Mineralogi- 
cal Club; founder and president of the 
Museum of Peaceful Arts; and vice- 
president of the American Museum of 
Safety. 

His-daughter,- Mrs. "Mans Zinsser, 
Boston, and.twe sisters, survive. 


J. H. D. Rodier 


Julius Henry Daniel Rodier, who 
retired in 1930 as vice-president of the 
Grasselli Chemical Company after 
forty-four years of association with the 
company, died June 25 at his residence 
in Lakewood, a suburb of Cleveland, 
Ohio. Mr. Rodier was born in Center- 
ville, Pa., March 8, 1862, and was ac- 
cordingly in his seventy-first year. 

Educated in the public school of 
Centerville, he entered the employ of 
his father when he was 17 years old, 
working in the latter’s general store 
in the town as clerk and salesman, and 
thereafter engaging in the furniture 
business from 1883 to 1886. In the lat- 
ter year, he entered the employ of the 
Grasselli Chemical Company as office 
manager at the company’s seaver 
Falls, Pa., works. In 1889 he was 
transferred to the sales department at 
Cleveland, one year later becoming a 
member of the company’s sales com- 
mittee. Traveling extensively for the 
company, he became widely acquainted 
throughout the chemical industry as 
well as in industries consuming the 
company’s products. At the same time 
he achieved a reputation for excep- 
tional sales ability as well as rare 
personal charm and integrity. 

His ability won him the designation 
of chairman of the company’s sales 
committee in 1900 and in 1924 further 
recognition of his services was made 
when he was elected a vice-president 
in 1924. At the same time he became 
a director in various subsidiaries of 
the company. He was functioning in 
these executive capacities in 1928 when 
the Grasselli company was acquired by 
the du Pont interests and remained 
with the new management for the fol- 
lowing two years, or until 1930, when 
he resigned to retire from all business 
activities. 

Mr. Rodier was a member of the 
Union Club, Clifton Club and West- 
wood Country Club, all of Cleveland, 
and also of the Masonic fraternity. 
His wife, who was Miss Susana P. 
Wisener, of Beaver Falls, Pa., died in 
1927. 

Surviving Mr. Rodier are five daugh- 
ters, Miss Susanna Rodier, Mrs. Ed- 
ward R. Wiebenson, Mrs. John L. Pet- 
tibone, all of Cleveland, and Mrs. Wil- 
lard B. Ranney, Chicago; one _ son, 
Phjlibert Rodier, Cleveland; a brother, 
W. P. L. Rodier, and two sisters, Mrs. 
Henry Woodring and Mrs. Harry Hall, 
all of Centerville, Pa. 

Funeral services were held June 27 
at the residence and burial was in 
Lakewood Park Cemetery. There 
were a number of prominent Cleveland 
men as honorary pallbearers, while the 
active pallbearers were Mr. Rodier’s 
four sons-in-law and four representa- 
tives of the Grasselli company, who 
were W. C. Mills, Harry Miller, R. J.

Dr. F. P. Underhill 


Dr. Frank Pell Underhill, professor 
of pharmacology and toxicology at 
Yale University School of Medicine, 
and a foremost authority on lethal 
gases, died June 28 at his home in 
New Haven, Conn., after two months’ 
illness. He was born in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and was fifty-four years old.

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General Chemical Co. 
Loser in Selden Suit 


Court Finds No Infringement of 
Patent for Sulphuric 
Acid Catalyst 


The Selden Company’s vanadium 
catalyst for the oxidation of sulphur 
dioxide has been found by the District 
Court of the United States for the 
Western District of Pennsylvania not 
to infringe the General Chemical Com- 
pany’s patent (U. S. 1371004) for the 
catalytic oxidation of sulphur dioxide 
in the production of sulphuric anhy- 
dride. 

The court upheld the validity of 
seven of the eight claims in the Gen- 
eral Chemical Company’s patent, in- 
validating only claim 7 as being too 
broad in not referring to any carrier 
in the catalytic mass. It held, how- 
ever, that the patent should be re- 
stricted to the specific embodiment of 
the invention it discloses (the use of 
vanadium as a catalyst being old, the 
use of pumice and kieselguhr as car- 
riers being old) and was limited to 
the fineness of the carrier for the pur- 
pose stated and the use of potash or 
soda to maintain catalytic activity. 
The court concluded, therefore, that 
the Selden catalyst does not infringe 
for the reason that the carrier therein 
is in the form of particles larger than 
those specified in the patent in suit 
and that potash is not used to prevent 
deterioration of the catalytic activity. 

United States patent No. 1371004 was 
granted March 8, 1921, to the General 
Chemical Company on assignment 
from the inventors, two employees of 
the Badische Anilin & Soda Fabrik, 
whose application had been filed Octo- 
ber 9, 1914.- According to the court’s 
findings of fact, the General Chemical 
Company did not begin use of the 
patented catalyst until June, 1929. The 
Selden Company began making a 
vanadium catalyst for the oxidation of 
sulphur dioxide in the Fall of 1927. The 
difference in the catalysts lies in the 
fact that the General Chemical Com- 
pany’s consists of a vanadium com- 
pound and potash on a finely divided 
earrier not exceeding 60 microns in 
diameter, while the Selden catalyst 
consists of a gelatinous suspension of 
a complex vanadium compound coated 
on pellets of zeolite and kieselguhr. 

The records in the suit set forth that 
the General Chemical catalysts have 
a conversion efficiency of 91.62 to 96.8 
percent, and the Selden catalyst an 
efficiency of 97.89 to 98 percent. 

The decree of the court, pronounced 
June 17, was that the complaint of the 
General Chemical Company be dis- 
missed at the costs of the plaintiff. 
The plaintiff has six months in which 
to perfect an appeal. 





Tariff-Changing Power in 
Fifty Countries Explained 


The United States Tariff Commis- 
sion has issued, in a report entitled 
“Regulation of Tariffs in Foreign 
Countries by Administrative Action,” 
comparisons of the provisions of law 
in fifty foreign countries, by which the 
national legislatures have empowered 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment to change tariff rates and to re- 
strict or prohibit importation under 
certain conditions described more or 
less definitely in the different laws. 

These delegations of power show 
wide variationg in the different coun- 
tries. Some give virtually unlimited 
discretion to the administration; oth- 
ers restrict the authority within defi- 
nite limits set by the law, both as re- 
gards the scope of the power conferred 
on the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment and as to the manner of its 
exercise by the administrative bodies 
in question. 

For convenient reference, the fifty 
countries included in this comparison 
are arranged in alphabetical order, and 
the legislative delegations of power 
with respect to each are presented 
under three general heads:—(1) Gen- 
eral discretionarv powers, (2) counter- 
vailing duties, and (3) antidumping 
provisions. 





Mexico Requires Advance 
Deposit of Import Duties 


A Mexican decree, effective July 1, 
provides that 5 percent of the value 
of shipments to Mexico be deposited 
with the Mexican consulate nearest 
the place of shipment or in the port 
of exit, the amount of this deposit to 
be applied to the duty assessed against 
the goods, according to a cable to the 
Department of Commerce from the 
commercial attache at Mexico City. 
Any excess in the amount deposited 
with the consulate over the amount 
of the import duties assessed will be 
returned to the consignee upon clear- 
ance of the merchandise through the 
customhouse on order of the Mexican 
Treasury Department. 

Commercial invoices covering ship- 
ments to Mexico should be submitted 
to the Mexican consulate nearest the 
place of shipment or in the port of 
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Alcohol CD 5 Changed 
Two New Sorts Added 


WASHINGTON, July 1. 

A modification of the formula 
of completely denatured alcohol 
No. 5 was announced by the 
Treasury Department today. Two 
new formulas for denatured al- 
cohol, using new  denaturants, 
were also announced. 

Alcotate has been eliminated 
from the CD 5 formula and re- 
placed with “Calorite,” a petro- 
leum product, developed by the 
Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia. The change is said by 
officials to “strengthen” the form- 
ula and to lessen the objection- 
ableness of the odor of the 
product. 

One of the new formulas is 
designated as No. 5A. The dena- 
turant therein is “Pontol,” a com- 
plex mixture of secondary and 
tertiary iso-alcohols, developed by 
the du Pont Ammonia Company. 

“Tescol,.” a wood-distillation 
product developed by the Ten- 
nessee Eastman Company, is the 
denaturant in the other new 
formula which is designated as 
No. 10. 

The new formulas are designed 
to furnish industrial alcohols 
suitable for many uses as sol- 
vents. J. M. Doran, Commissioner 
of Industrial Alcohol, says that all 
the new formulas are nontoxic 
and present commercial advan- 





tages.

‘Shelco-lac’ Is Prohibited 
As Spirit Varnish Name 


The Federal Trade Commission has 
ordered the Albert K. Sheldon Com+ 
pany, Boston, manufacturer of a 
spirit varnish product called “Shelco- 
lac,” to discontinue using that name 
alone or in connection with other 
words to designate a product “which 
is not pure shellac gum dissolved or 
cut in alcohol.” 

Also, the commission prohibts use 
of the trademark, “Shelco,” or any 
“coined word of similar phonetic no- 
tation or spelling alone or in combina- 
tion with other words, syllables or 
phrases” to designate a quick-drying 
spirit varnish of which the principal 
ingredients are Manila gum (copal), 
carnauba wax, and alcohol. The 
foregoing is to apply “unless respond- 
ent shall, in equally conspicuous place 
and type, name and designate said 
product as “spirit varnish’.” 

Following the taking of testimony 
in this proceeding on behalf of both 
the commission and the respondent, 
the latter was granted permission to 
withdraw its answer to the commis- 
sion’s complaint, previously filed. The 
respondent, in its second answer, con- 
sented that the commission issue an 
order to cease and desist from the 
methods of competition charged in 
the complaint.

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Tax Law Administrators Besieged with 
Requests for Specific Interpretations 


Stated Use Determines Taxability of Preparations 
Having Toilet and Medicinal Uses—All 
Benzene Taxed—Oils a Problem 


WASHINGTON, July 1, 1932. 

Excise tax regulations issued by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue last week 
have failed to clarify the new revenue 
law in many respects, and the bureau 
is ‘still besieged with requests for rul- 
ings on scores of products. 

These inquiries are being answered 
as rapidly as possible but many of the 
answers are only semiofficial opinions 
and are subject to modification on fur- 
ther study. Final rulings when made, 
will be published as such, and even 
they will be subject to reversal by 
court action. Many of the answers 
given so far, including a large number 
unofficially published as imformation, 
are admittedly contradictory and this 
is being corrected as rapidly as 
possible. 

As the language of the new tax law 
Giffers with different sections, the same 
rules of construction cannot be applied 
to all the different classes of taxable 
articles. For example, the toilet goods 
tax is dependent on the use of the 
article; while the tax on gasoline and 
lubricating oil applies to entire classes 
of articles regardless of their use. 


Basis of Tax 


If a manufacturer sells in part to 
wholesalers and in part to retailers at 
different rates, the tax is based on the 
actual sales price in either case. If a 
manufacturer sells some at wholesale 
and some to individual consumers, the 
latter sales are taxed on the basis of 
the wholesale price for the smallest 
usual quantity. 

If a manufacturer sells all of his out- 
put direct to consumers, the tax is 
based on the wholesale price of like 
articles or on a fair price determined 
by the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue sales to jobbers, chains, and inde- 
pendent dealers at different discounts 
are all taxable on the basis of the 
actual money received, unless the sale 
is a scheme to evade the tax. 


Toiletries’ Status Problematical 


The toilet preparations tax is partic- 
ularly difficult to administer, not only 
because of the large number of items 
coming within its scope, but because 
of the great difficulty in drawing a 
clear line of demarcation between 
toilet preparations and medicinal prep- 
arations. The law, after naming vari- 
ous taxable articles ends with:— 

And any similar substance, article, or 
preparation, by whatsoever name known 
or distinguished; any of the above which 
are used or applied or intended to be 
used or applied for toilet purposes. 

Therefore an article which may be 
used either as a toilet article or for 
another purpose may be taxable on 
one sale and not on another. The bu- 
reau intends to rule definitely, when 
specific instances are presented, that 
the tax does not apply to medicinal 
products or hospital supplies, but the 
regulations contain this’ significant 
sentence:— ; 

The fact that any particular product, 
preparation, or substance coming within 
the scope of the act may have, or be 
held out to have, a medicinal, stimulat- 
ing, remedial, or curative value does not 
exempt it fromthe tax, it it is commonly 
user as an adjunct to the toilet or for 
toilet purposes. 


Stated Use Controls 


This means that a manufacturer of 
a toilet preparation may not escape 
the tax by claiming medicinal proper- 
ties, such as claiming that a hair 
dressing will cure dandruff, or that a 
mouth wash will prevent colds. Manu- 
facturers of articles which are on the 
border line of toilet preparations may 
secure rulings by submitting samples 
of their packages, labels, and advertis- 
ing matter to the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. In each case the decision 
will be based on the use for which the 
article is intended to be put, as ascer- 
tained by the statements on the label 
and in the advertisements. 


Zine Stearate 


For example, zinc stearate is taxable 
when sold in decorated cans and rec- 
ommended as a toilet or baby powder, 
but it is not txable when sold simply 
as a chemical, although. the material 
may be identical in both cases and 
packaged by the same manufacturer. 


Sunburn Lotions, Caustic Pencils 


The same rule applies to a material 
like sunburn lotion: if advertised and 
labeled simply as a remedy for burn 
it is free of tax, but if claims are made 
that it aids in beautifying, removing 
wrinkles, and so on. it is taxable re- 
gardless of its value for sunburn. 
Caustic pencils for household use 
(styptic pencils), as for shaving cuts, 
are taxable, but not caustic pencils 








such as used by surgeons for cauter- 
izing. 
Balms and Ointments 


Such articles as analgesic 
sterile jelly, and zine ointment are or- 
dinarily free from tax. 
have so far stumped the revenue of- 
ficials, and they have not yet decided 
whether they are medicinals or toilet- 
ries, 


Cocoa Butter, Witch Hazel 


Cocoa butter and witch hazel have 
been ruled taxable in all cases. But, 
complaints to this ruling have been 
filed to the effect that these products 
are often used as the base for medi- 
cinals, and the matter is under fur- 
ther considerations. 


Deodorants, Odorizers 
Disinfectants, deodorants, 
paradichlorobenzene, and incense are 
not taxable. Perfume essences for 
personal use are taxable, but no tax 
applies to essences for masking odors 
in commercial products, nor to food- 

flavoring essences. 


such as 


Milk of Magnesia, Borax, Peroxide 


Milk of magnesia, if not labeled or 
advertised for use as a mouthwash, is 
not taxable. Borax is taxable only 
when labeled or advertised as a per- 
sonal cleanser or dentifrice. Solution 
of hydrogen peroxide is taxable at 10 
percent when held out for use as a 
bleach for the hair or skin, at 5 per- 
cent when suggested for use as a 
mouthwash, and is not taxable when 
sold for medicinal or antiseptic pur- 
poses, 


Bath Medicaments 


Medicinal preparations for the bath, 
even when sold on physicians’ pre- 
scription, are considered toilet prep- 
arations. 


Camphor Ice 


Camphor ice is not taxable, nor are 
sanitary napkins, cleansing tissue, 
powder puffs, and similar articles 
which, while used in connection with 
the toilet, are not preparations. 


Rubbing Alcohol 


The tax liability of rubbing alcohol 
will depend entirely upon the puffféses 
for which it is advertised and labeled. 

Such things as shoe polish and gar- 
ment cleaners are not taxable. 


Dandruff Remedies 


Dandruff remedies probably will all 
be taxable, although there is a possi- 
bility of a ruling exempting any which 
are not perfumed and make no claims 
for dressing the hair. 

Compacts, Combination Sets 

Compacts sold separately are not 
taxable unless made of precious metal, 
when they come under the jewelry tax, 
but the tax applies to the entire price 
of a filled compact. Combination 
packages, containing both taxable and 
non-taxable articles, will be taxed only 
on the sales price of the taxable ar- 
ticles, provided the taxable articles are 
billed separately on the invoice. 


Shaving Creams 


A lathering shaving cream is classed 
as a toilet soap, and, therefore, tax- 
able at 5 percent instead of at 10 per- 
cent, as is the case with other toilet 
preparations. Non-lathering shaving 
creams are also to be considered tax- 
able at 5 percent, because, while tech- 
nically not soaps, they compete with 
lathering shaving creams. A different 
position, however, apparently has been 
taken regarding shampoos, for lather- 
ing shampoos are considered taxable 
at 5 percent, while 10 percent will be 
exacted on shampoo preparations not 
containing saponacious material. 


Free Deals 


Free deals are not taxable provided 
they are bona fide gifts, and the re- 
tailer is not taxed on his sale of the 
merchandise he receives free, 


Lubricating Oils 


The lubricating oil tax is interpreted 
as applying to everything “commonly 
or commercially known as a lubricat- 
ing oil or commonly used for lubricat- 
ing purposes,” regardless of its origin 
or secondary uses. This would make 
various animal, fish, and vegetable oils 
taxable. 

White Mineral Oil 


The taxability of white mineral oil 
is still under consideration, and the 
bureau is in communication with refin- 
ers and users and otherwise is en- 
deavoring to determine the principal 
use of this product. If it is determined 
to be chiefly used for lubricating pur- 
poses, all sales will be taxed, regardless 
of proof that certain shipments are for 
medicinal or other use.

Copper Producers Quit 
Export Selling Group 


In an official statement, Copper Ex- 
porters, Inc., the sole selling agency 
abroad for copper producing corpora- 
tions, issued notice June 2% that three 
important members would begin, June 
30, selling their copper outside of the 
exporters’ organization. The three 
preducers, all of whom _ produce their 
copper outside of the United States, 
were the Cerro de Pasco Copper Cor- 
poration, operating in Peru; Chile 
Copper Company, operating in Chile, 
and International Nickel Company, 
operating in Canada, The reason given 
for the decision was the imposition by 
the United States of an import tariff 
on copper of four cents per pound, ef- 
fective June 21. 

In view of the set-up of Copper Ex- 
porters, Inc., which to function prop- 
erly must control virtually all copper 
sold in the world markets outside of 
the United States, the withdrawals are 
expected ultimately to result in the 
breaking up of the organization. After 
the tariff on copper went into effect 
here foreign producers were shut out 
of the American market, which was 
left in the hands of American pro- 
ducers. 

The rules of Copper Exporters pre- 
scribe that all members shall par- 
ticipate in the foreign business on a 
quota basis. Now that the foreign 
producers are virtually barred from 
the market here, they are unwilling 
to share foreign sales with American 
producers, which under the existing 
conditions have exclusive possession 
of the largest of all markets. 








Volatile Poisons Control 


Urged by Health Officers 


WASHINGTON, June 30, 1932. 

A health hazard of volatile poisons 
for both household and industrial use 
Was asserted by the Association of 
S'itate and Territorial Health Officials 
meeting with the Surgeon General of 
the Public Health Service here, through 
the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion:— 

Resolved: That the Surgeon-General of 
ths Public Health Service be requested to 
attempt to enter into an agreement with 
the chemical industry with regard to regu- 
lations relating to the control and label- 
ling of volatile poisons for household use, 
industrial use, and other uses. Also, that 
the Surgeon-General be requested to no- 
tify the State health officers as to whether 
such satisfactory agreement can be 
reacied, and if this agreement is not 
feasible, that the Surgeon-General be re- 
quesied to recommend such legislative or 
regulatory steps as may be necessary to 
contr >] this hazard.

90 Papers Read 


Marked by a pronounced spirit of co- 
operation between members of the so- 
ciety and the several groups, the thir- 
t‘y-fifth annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials com- 
pleted a program of exceptional scope 
and importance during which 155 
meetings of main and _ subordinate 
committees were held, while fourteen, 
active sessions of the society were 
also held to make room for the ninety 
papers and reports received. In ad- 
dition there were two informal con- 
ferences at which papers giving the 
importance and application of statis- 
tical data were presented. There were 
700 members and guests registered at 
the meeting which was held June 20 
to 24, inclusive, at Atlantic City. 

At the close of the first session June 
20, formal notice was given of the elec- 
tion of Cloyd M. Chapman as presi- 
dent, and he began his term of office 
at the close of the meeting June 24, 
as did the other officers elected. Mr. 
Chapman, who is a consulting engi- 
neer, this city, designed and construct- 
ed the first potash plant in America for 
manufacturing potash from alumite, 
as well as several important electrical 
generating plants and the munition 
plant at the Rock Island Arsena!. After 
the Spanish-American war he became 
assistant to Thomas Edison in his pri- 
vate laboratories and since 1920 he has 
been retained by several companies 
as consultant. He is chairman of the 
standards council of the American 
Standards Association and a member 
of several A.S.T.M. committees. 

Other officers chosen  included:— 
Vice-president, William H. Bassett, 
metallurgical engineer, The American 
Brass Company, Waterbury, Conn.; 
and members of the executive commit- 
tee, H. A. Gardner, vice-president and 
director of the Institute of Paint and 
Varnish Research, Washington; J. O. 
Leech, assistant metallurgical engineer, 
Carnegie Steel Company, Pittsburgh; 
J. T. MacKenzie, chief chemist, Ameri- 
can Cast Iron Pipe Company, Birming- 
ham, Ala.; J. C. Ramage, engineer of 
tests, Southern Railway, Alexandria, 
Va.; and H. S. Vassar, laboratory en- 
gineer, Public Service Electric and Gas 
Company, Irvington, N. J. 


Dudley Medal Award 


The Dudley Medal, awarded annually 
to the author of the outstanding paper 
given at the preceding annual meeting 
of the A.S.T.M. was won by C. A. 
Menzel, associate engineer of the Port- 
land Cement Association, for his paper, 
“Tests of Fire Resistance and Stability 
of Walls of Concrete Masonry Units,’’ 
given in Chicago in 1931. 

Doctor Taylor, head of the Princeton 
University chemistry department, in 
his presentation of the seventh Edgar 
Marbury lecture on “The Problem of 
Resistance to Deterioration” outlined 
the tremendous strides made in the de- 
termination of speed of chemical reac- 
tions which is a major problem in un- 
derstanding the causes for deteriora- 
tion of materials and stated his con- 
viction that chemists must devote more 
time to a study of chemical changes 
which promote deterioration and must 
investigate and discover inhibitions. 

The session on textile materials was 
a pronounced success and well attend- 
ed by leaders in the industry. A sym- 
posium on steel castings (comprising 
two sessions) brought many of the 
technical men prominent in the foun- 
dry industry to the meeting. The list 
of items involving the non-ferrous 
metals field was more extensive than 
usual and two sessions were needed to 
permit the presentation and discussion 
of the papers. The final report of the 
extensive research project on the em- 
brittlement of hot-galvanized struc- 
tural steel brought out the important 
fact that brittleness in shapes where 
the thickness is above three-quarter 
inch was due to punching the rivet or 
bolt holes. Drilled or reamed holes in 
heavy sections prevent this dangerous 
phenomenon. 


Petroleum Products Committees 


Committee D-2 on petroleum prod- 
ucts and lubricants accomplished con- 
siderable constructive work through 
committee meetings. There were 65 
members present at the main meeting 
of the committee June 21. The tech- 
nical committee C on specifications for 
fuel oils (including diesel fucl) recom- 
mended revisions in the commercial 
standard specifications for fuel oils, 
subject to confirmation by letter bal- 
lot. Co-operation with the Federal 
Specifications Board was facilitated by 
the appointment of a small working 
committee. 

The technical committee D on Stod- 
dard solvent reported results of addi- 
tional work carried on at the U. S. 
Bureau of Standards and elsewhere

It is expected that 
results of this work will permit establish- 
ment of an A.S.T.M. tentative method of 
test in the near future. No changes in 
engine design are anticipated.

Gas Identification Sets 
Shipping Rule Revised 


-aragraph 470 (relating to the pack- 
ing for shipment of gas identification 
sets) of the special packing require- 
ments for poisonous gases and liquids 
was revised June 4 by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by the addi- 
tion of the following:— 

Or gas identification sets containing 
poisonous liquids or gases, class A and 
class C, may be shipped when packed as 
follows :— 

The liquids or liquefied gases in her- 
metically sealed glass tubes of not to ex- 
ceed 1 fluid ounce capacity each; each 
tube securely cushioned and packed in an 
individual mailing tube with screwthread 
cover; not more than eighteen of such 
mailing tubes, cushioned with corrugated 
fiber board, packed in a closed metal con- 
tainer; and not to exceed four such metal 
containers, containing an aggregate of not 
to exceed seventy-two glass tubes, cush- 
ioned and packed in an outside steel 
eylinder, of not less than 3/16-inch wall 
thickness, which is closed by a plate bolted 
to a flange welded to the cylinder wall. 
A suitable gasket shall be placed between 
the flange and head plate, and the closure 
shall be such as to prevent the leakage of 
any gas. 


Chemical Tubes Dutiable 
As Scientific Articles 


Bunsen tubes, Roehrig tubes, and 
absorption tubes, having functions 
other than those performed by tubes, 
should be classified for duty as scien- 
tific glass articles, at 85 percent ad 
valorem rather than as glass tubes 
at 65 percent, the United States Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals has 
ruled. 

The case was brought on appeal 
from the decision of the lower customs 
court, which had upheld the importer’s 
protest against imposition of a duty 
on the merchandise as_ scientific 
articles, instead of tubes. The court 
of appeals held that the products are 
more than merely tubes. 

Judge Hatfield and Judge Lenroot 
wrote separate opinions dissenting 
from the majority in respect to the 
decision on absorption tubes. They 
cited definitions to show that a tube is 
often used “as a receptacle for holding 
something,” and pointed out that the 
paragraph on glass tubes in the tariff 
law covers “Tubes for what- 
ever purpose used.” Judge Hatfield 
also declared that Bunsen tubes not 
only are tubes, “but they are known 
and used as such.”

The Deutsche Gold und Silber An- 
stalt, the principal German manufac- 
turer of cyanogen fumigants, has de- 
veloped a new method for the storage 
and shipment of fumigants for certain 
outlets. The cyanogen compounds are 
mixed with solidified carbon dioxide 
and shaped into cubes or tablets. As 
an added precaution warning agents 
are incorporated in the mixture, inas- 
much as the cyanogen compounds used 
are odorless. 


Arthur W. Corwin, a vice-president 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
York, and George V. Holton, general 
counsel of the Vacuum Oil Company, 
have been elected directors of the 
Socony-Vacuum Corporation. Mr. Cor- 
win succeeds Herbert Baker, who re- 
tired because of poor health, and Mr. 
Holton replaces Peter M. Speer, gen- 
eral counsel of the company, who re- 
tired at his own request, having 
reached the age limit of 70 years. 


British Copper Refiners, Ltd., a new 
company associated with British In- 
sulated Cables and Roan Antelope 
Copper interests, has been formed to 
produce refined copper, according to 
cable advices from London, June 16. 
The refinery of the new company will 
be the first and only works of the kind 
in Great Britain and will receive blis- 
ter copper exclusively from British 
sources. An initial capacity of 1,000 
tons weekly has been scheduled. 


Following the trend in national ad- 
vertising toward the use of photog- 
raphy and photographic effects, the 
Monsanto Chemical Works has pre- 
pared a new series of advertisements 
for its products effectively displaying 
photographic illustrations of the prod- 
ucts in attractive jars with variegated 
lighting effects. The plan has proven 
particularly adaptable for fine and me- 
dicinal chemicals and will also be used 
for phthalic anhydride and phenol. 


French exports of soda alkalies have 
been comparatively steady during the 
past five years. Exports during 1931 
included the following items (1930 
figures in parentheses):—Soda ash, 
125,228 metric tons (146,311 tons); 
caustic soda, 32,760 tons (36,205 tons); 
bicarbonate of soda, 6,408 tons (7,350 
tons). In 1931, the Netherlands was 
the biggest buyer of French caustic 
soda (11,400 tons), and Belgium-Lux- 
enburg bought the largest portion of 
soda ash (80,200 tons). 


The Kentucky Court of Appeals re- 
cently held unconstitutional an act 
of the legislature of 1930, requiring a 
two-thirds written consent of all prop- 
erty owners in a residence block of 
third, fourth and fifth class cities for 
permit to install a gas service station. 
The appellate court, ruling in a case 
appealed from the Breathitt Cireuit 
Court, which had enjoined S. C. Me- 
Cown from erecting a service station 
on his property in Jackson, held that 
the legislature cannot delegate to in- 
d:viduals the right of the State to 
prescribe property regulations, 


Eleven men were killed and fourteen 
men were reported missing in a fire 
and series of explosions aboard the 
oil tanker Cymbeline at Montreal June 
17. About sixty-three others were in- 
jured and the great Vickers drydock, 
in which the tanker was being re- 
paired, was wrecked. It was estimated 
that several millions of dollars dam- 
age was caused. The first explosion 
was believed to have resulted from a 
hot rivet being handled by workmen 
igniting gasoline fumes from an empty 
tank.

Disappearance of the acute shortage 
in toluene by virtue of further contrac- 
tion in demand from the automobile 
industry overshadowed the market for 
the coaltar products during the week 
just ended. Some fair-sized shipments 
of benzene moved against contracts, 
while a firm tone was reported in sol- 
vent naphtha and xylene. Phenol and 
cresol remained steady. Quiet pre- 
vailed in the section for the interme- 
diates, although an improved senti- 
ment was reported in the division for 
the coaltar colors. 

Increased shrinkage in the volume of 
business in the market for toluene was

tomobile manufacturers have assumed 
relative to July production plans. It 
was generally indicated that some pro- 
ducers were inclined to await definite 
betterment in the retail sales before 
further stepping up production sched- 
ules above the levels in force during 
the month just ended. June production 
of motor vehicles was expected to rep- 
resent the largest output on record for 
any month during the current year, 
with the number of cars coming off the 
assembly lines approximating the 
200,000 mark. 

However, easing in demand for tol- 
uene failed to have an influence on the 
market from a price standpoint, with 
a decidedly firm undertone in evidence 
because of the low level of operations 
at the by-product coke ovens. Major 
coke consuming industries last week 
showed further decline in production 
schedules, with Iron Age estimating the 
steel mill operations at 15 percent of 
capacity, as compared with 16 percent 
in the previous week. At the same 
time it was reported that further de- 
cline in steel mill operations was an- 
ticipated during July, due to the fact 
that many mills were not expected to 
resume operations after the holiday 
letdown until well into August. 

Statistics just issued by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce reveals that stocks 
of by-product coke on hand at pro- 
ducers’ plants at the close of May 
amounted to 3,615,000 tons, an increase 
of 1.4 percent when compared with the 
preceding month. Total production of 
by-product coke in May amounted to 
1,742,517 net tons, an average of 56,210 
tons per day, os compared with 62,700 
tons in April. The decline was chiefly 
accounted for by the plants associated 
with the iron furnaces, whose daily 
rate of output was 15.6 percent less 
than in the preceding month. The 
cumulative output of both pig iron and 
coke for the first five months of 1932 
shows a sharp decline from 1931, with 
pig iron about 52 percent behind last 
year and by-product coke about 37 per- 
cent. 

Total quantity of coal consumed in 
by-product ovens amounted to 2,518,400 
tons in May, as compared with 2,723,- 
500 tons in April and 4,483,000 tons in 
May, 1931. Output of tar in May 
amounted to 23,169,280 gallons, as com- 
pared with 24,356,200 gallons in April 
and 41,243,600 gallons in May last year. 
Production of alumina sulphate, or its 
equivalent, in May totaled 29,549 tons, 
as against 32,460 tons in April and 
52,608 tons in May, 1931. Amount of 
light oils recovered was 7,706,304 gal- 
lons, contrasted with 8,333,910 gallons 
in April and 13,717,980 gallons in May, 
1931. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—The market for 
the industrial commodity continued 
dull throughout the week under re- 
view, but a firm tone remained as the 
outstanding feature in the dealings. 
Rubber manufacturers continued to 


place fair sized orders, with consum- 
ers in other directions showing no de- 
sire to forsake the limiting of ship- 
ments against contracts to actual 
wants. Steel mill operations last week 
were estimated at 15 percent of capac- 
ity as compared with 16 percent in the 
previous week. Operations during the 
next week were expected to reach low- 
er levels because of the intervention 
of the holiday. The total production 
of by-product coke in May amounted 
to 1,742,517 net tons, an average of 
56,210 tons per day as compared with 
62,780 tons in April. The decline was 
chiefly accounted for by the plants 
associated with iron furnaces, whose 
daily rate of output was 15.6 percent 
less than in the preceding month. At 
the merchants plants production fell 
only 3.4 percent below the April level. 
Eighty-six plants operated during the 
month, and these produced about 32 
percent of their capacity. Iron Age 
reported that the daily rate of pig 
iron production in May of 25,276 tons 
was the lowest for any month since 
August, 1897. 

Creosote Oil.—Replacements of ur- 
gent necessities resulted in the move- 
ment of fair sized quantities of this com- 
modity to railroads and utility com- 
panies throughout the week under re- 
view, with the market displaying a 
steady tone at the prices in vogue pre- 
viously. Of the April imports of coal- 
tar creosote of 4,823,900 gallons, Bel- 
gium shipped 1,316,921 gallons; Hol- 
land, 451,346 gallons; United King- 
dom, 2,119,300 gallons; Canada, 46,875 
gallons and Japan 889,485 gallons. 


Cresol.—Conservative purchases con- 
tinued. as the general rule in this 
market throughout the week, with a 
steady undercurrent apparent in the 
dealings and sellers quoting the mar- 
ket 10%c. to 11%c. per pound, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

Cresylic Acid.—Textile industry, 
mining trade and other consumers 
were limiting the purchases of this 
material to immediate production 
needs, with the result the market 
moved through some extremely dull 
periods. Sellers were quoting the mar- 
ket for the 95-97 percent material 40c. 
to 42c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity. 

Dip Oil.—Some fair sized quantities 
were shipped to the agricultural dis- 
tricts, with quotations holding steady 
at the levels in vogue previously. 

Naphthalene.—Sellers of the im- 
ported material reported the continu- 
ance of a firm undertone in the mar- 
ket for their commodity, while no 
change was disclosed in the flake and 
ball as well as the dyestuffs articles. 
Of the April imports of 3,149,333 
pounds, France shipped 122,529 pounds; 
Germany, 2,353,644 pounds; United 
Kingdom, 673,160 pounds. 


Phenol.—Situation here was rela- 
tively unchanged from that of the pre- 
vious week, with a steady tone in evi- 
dence and a fair buying movement 
noted from certain quarters of con- 
sumption. Demand, as a whole, re- 
flected the low rate of operations in 
the textile trade. 

Solvent Naphtha.—While an appre- 
ciable decrease was reported in the 
volume of business here as compared 
with the previous week, sellers re- 
ported the continuance of a firm tone 
in the industrial water white market, 
due to the limited amount being pro- 
duced. Prices were unchanged. 

Toluene (Toluol).—Judging by the 
demand entering the market for tolu- 
ene last week, motor car producers 
were preparing to curtail production 
schedules during the next month. This 
further easement in the call resulted 
in the creation of an improved sta- 
tistical position of this market, with 
sellers here reporting the disappear- 
ance of an acute shortage noted in 
the commodity over the recent past 
weeks. Automobile production during 
the past week gave credence to the 
belief that the June output would top 
all previous monthly production fig- 
ures during the current year, with 
each week throughout the current 
month averaging over the 50,000 mark. 
Prices for toluene remained unchanged, 
with a firm tone ruling the dealings. 

Xylene (Xylol).—Although demand 
was for small-sized quantities, limited 
volume of material in local sellers’ 
hands gave the market a decidedly 
firm tone and prices were without 
change.

Gamma.—Demand here was sluggish 
throughout the week just ended, with 
a few stray small-lot orders constitut- 
ing the call, but no change was un- 
covered in the quotations.

Phthalic Anhydride.— Although a 
slight slackening was shown in the 
movement of this material to the ac- 
count of lacquer manufacturers, sellers 
reported the market as decidedly firm 
and prices unchanged. 

R. Salt.—Call for this material was 
exceptional at times during the week, 
with sellers describing the market as 
steady and prices unchanged at 40c. to 
42c. per pound, according to quantity. 

Resorcinol.—Tendency here was to 
enter the market for urgent replace- 
ments only, with the market holding 
steady at 65c. per pound for the tech- 
nical material. 

Schaeffer’s Salt.—This market dragged 
through another trading week, but the 
slow character of the call failed to have 
an influence on the market from a price 
standpoint, with a steady tone ap- 
parent. 

Xylidin.—Sellers here described the 
market as steady during the week un- 
der survey, with demand dormant and 
prices of 39c. to 43c. per pound in 
effect. 





Coaltar Colors 


Sentiment in the market for the coal- 
tar colors appeared improved during 
the week just closed, although there 
was little betterment in the actual 
movement of material to the textile and 
tanning industries. The improved feel- 
ing was attributed to the better in- 
terest shown by some units in both of 
the important channels of consump- 
tion. The market was without price 
feature, with a steady to firm tone 
remaining in evidence. Indications 
were that the shoe manufacturers 
would gradually step up production 
schedules over the next few weeks, 
while reports from New England indi- 
cated that some broadening was noted 
in operations in the wool mills. Rayon 
and silk mills were at a low ebb of 
activity, while some print cloth yarn 
factories were tapering off schedules. 
Of the April exports of coaltar colors, 
dyes and stains of 937,121 pounds, 
China purchased 409,167 pounds; Japan, 
140,687 pounds; Canada, 161,467 
pounds; Hong Kong, 35,010 pounds, and 
Mexico, 26,455 pounds. 





M. C. A. Manual Priced 


WASHINGTON, June 28, 1932. 

A considerable demand has devel- 
oped for the new manual of standard 
and recommended practice of the Man- 
ufacturing Chemists Association, and 
many sales have been made to per- 
sons and firms not connected with the 
association. 

Warren N. Watson, secretary of the 
association, gives a schedule of the in- 
fcrmation about the prices of the 
manual, which applies to both mem- 
bers and non-members, are:—A heavy, 
loose-leaf binder, complete with pref- 
ace, index and set of all manual sheets 
so far published, $3.05, plus 20 cents 
postage; sets of the ten fillers now in 
print, together with the explanatory 
preface, without the binder, 65 cents 
per set, with discounts for quantity 
sales. Single fillers are not sold sepa- 
rately, but purchasers of complete sets 
may purchase additional copies of fill- 
ers in any quantity. 

The fillers so far issued cover re- 
quirements, labels®e and handling of 
drums of dangerous chemicals, ship- 
ment of niter cake and poisonous 
solids in bulk in box cars, and specifi- 
cations for ammonia, zine chloride, and 
hydrochloric, nitric, and _ sulphuric 
acids.

rations and debts would probably do 
more than anv other step that could 
be taken to restore international con- 
fidence and start the nations out of 
the depression which engulfs us all. 
Fifteen nations were willing to forget 
their own national interests and co- 
operate in the prosecution of the war. 
Is it not possible for all the nations, 
now, to wipe the slate clean and work 
together in building a new world of 
peace? 

An important reason why repara- 
tions and war debts should be can- 
celled or, at least, postponed for sev- 
eral years, is that there are several 
other reasons for the depression, and 
the nations need to concentrate their 
attention on these at the present time. 
The international conference called to 
follow the conference on reparations 
and debts, should offer the greatest op- 
portunity for co-operation between the 
nations that has ever occurred in the 
history of the world. Co-operation is 
the modern interpretation of the 
Golden Rule. It may and can replace 
this laissez faire interpretation of in- 
ternational and of class relations which 
dominated the nineteenth century. 

The Versailles treaty states that Ger- 
many was disarmed as a step toward 
a general disarmament of all nations. 
Germany feels very keenly the threat 
of the armaments maintained by 
France and the building of strategic 
railways to be used in bringing black 
troops quickly from Africa in case of 
war. France opposes disarmament on 
the ground that she must have “se- 
curity.” When we remember her suf- 
ferings in the war we cannot wonder 
at her feelings, but she seems to for- 
get that Germany did not win security 
by means of her tremendous arma- 
ments in 1914. A stable Europe can 
never be built on force. Genuine secur- 
ity might be obtained on a different 
basis; by ceasing to treat Germany as 
a defeated nation and restoring her to 
her rightful place as an equal among 
the nations. This should be done as 
follows:— 


Remedial Procedures 


First, cancel the clause of the treaty 
which declares that Germany was 
solely responsible for the war. Anyone 
familiar with the relations of Isvolsky 
and Poincare and the subsidies of Rus- 
sian money to the French press in 1913 
in preparation for the war, knows that 
that statement is not true.

Second, restore the Danzig corridor 
to Germany. 

Third, restore Germany’s colonies on 
a mandate basis and insist that all 
colonies shall be administered for the 
benefit of the inhabitants and not with 
the old idea of subjects who pay trib- 
ute. 

Fourth, demand fair treatment for 
minorities in Poland, Tyrol, and else- 
where. 

Such steps as these would give 
France far better security than all the 
armaments she can provide. The fiasco 
of the Ruhr should have taught her 
the futility of using her army against 
an unarmed Germany. 

It seems absurd that in these years 
of financial depression the world is 
spending four billion dollars a year on 
armaments and that one-sixth of this 
is spent in the United States. It is 
reported that MacDonald has suggested 
an armaments-holiday for ten years. If 
that could be accepted it would help 
a lot. 

Under normal conditions 85 percent 
of the business of the country 1s trans- 
acted by means of checks. It has not 
been uncommon for a bank with $500,- 
000 in stock and surplus to have $5,- 
000,000 in deposits. The bank must 
make its profits by loaning its de- 
positors’ money, and a comparatively 
small amount is needed to meet the 
usual calls for cash. The failure of 
many banks during recent years has 
shaken the confidence of depositors 
and been the occasion for runs which 
have broken some banks which would 
have been perfectly sound under ordi- 
nary conditions. The failures have 
shown the need for a more careful 
supervision, especially of the smaller 
banks chartered by the States. The 
steps taken by President Hoover and 
Congress to strengthen the banks and 
prevent further failures were very nec- 
essary. 

Since the beginning of the nineteenth 
century the population of the world has 
nearly doubled. If the same rate of 
growth were to continue for another 
century, the overcrowding would in- 
evitably cause great hardships and the 
lowering of our standards of living. It 
is fortunate that each nation has the 
right to control immigration and that 
each must solve this problem for itself. 
It has been suggested that there should 
be a moratorium on babies till better 
times return. Certainly in those coun- 
tries where chronic unemployment pre- 
vails birth control should be favored.

Buying Moderates as Inventory Period Approaches-- 
ide Glue Prices Reduced Again--Bone Glue Also 
Eases--May Automoblle Output Better Than April 


Traffic in raw materials for paint, 
varnish and lacquer manufacturers 
showed further moderation last week 
as that trade and other consumers of 
pigments, colors and gums sought to 
maintain their stocks at a low point in 
preparation for the semi-annual in- 
ventories. The week that terminated 
the initial half of 1982 was one of the 
slowest of the six-months’ period. 

The only price changes of note oc- 
curred in animal glues. Liquidation 
desires on the part of holders of the 
heavy surplus supplies of both the 
bone and hide glues led to the reduc-

tions. It had been hoped that hide 
glue quotations would have held over 
the Summer months, inasmuch as 
there were not many manufacturing 
consumers operating at more than a 
small percentage of normal. However, 
the desire to convert stocks into cash 
was seemingly strong enough to force 
the prices down again. Bone glues 
moved down for a similar reason. 

Pig lead quotations broke on 
Wednesday, marking the first time 
since March that a change occurred in 
that commodity. The movement did 
not openly affect the position of the 
derivative oxides, although shading 
was frequently noticed in the markets 
for red lead and litharge. Current 
quotations for those pigments were set 
when the basic metal was 80 points 
above its present basis. Usually the 
derivatives move with every 25-point 
advance or decline in the metal. 

The pigment market was very quiet 
last week and prices have been with- 
out a new feature since the recent de- 
cline in antimony whites. The with- 
drawals from sellers’ hands were en- 
tirely on a hand-to-mouth basis, and 
there were no points for encourage- 
ment in prospect. The color market 
was also less active last week than 
in the preceding week. Gums were 
characteristically dull and while there 
were no open changes made, the ap- 
pearance of any attractive business 
would have produced concessions in 
certain directions. 

Manufacturers of liquid lead and 
lead flat paints reduced the prices 45c. 
per gallon on Friday. 

Automobile production in the United 
States during May totaled 185,149 
units, an increase of 36,823 cars over 
the preceding month, according to the 
Department of Commerce. The May, 
1931, output was 317,163 vehicles. Pro- 
duction during the first five months 
of 1932 totaled 689,196 units against 
1,322,295 in the corresponding period 
last year, and 1,864,074 in a like period 
two years ago. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Pig lead prices declined 10 points last 
week to 2.90c. per pound, New York, 


and 2.80c. per pound, East St. Louis. 


These were the first price movements 
in the lead market since it reached 3c. 
in March. The declines were surprising 
in view of the immobility that the mar- 
ket had shown for more than three 
months. Slow sale was the cause of 
the decline, according to corroders. 
World lead output in May was 115,327 
tons against 107,888 tons in April and 
123,639 tons in May, 1931, according to 
the American Bureau of Metal Sta- 
tistics. United States output was 25,- 
902 tons in May against 23,236 tons in 
April. 


Slab zine prices continued down- 
ward. Opening the week at 2.80c. per 
pound, basis East St. Louis, the mar- 
ket declined 10 points on Tuesday and 
an additional 2% points on Friday. 
The close was 2.675c: per pound, East 
St. Louis, and 3.025c. per pound at New 
York. The demand lagged through- 
out the week and the aggregate volume 
moved into consumption was small. 
The market was not firm and heavy 
stocks in the tri-state area weighed 
against the market.

The closing week of the initial half 
of 1932 was just another slow period in 
the market for the several pigment 
materials. Surrounding characteris- 
tics were not visibly different from the 
dull and sluggish conditions of the 
past several weeks. Movements were 
limited and the buying was done on 
a strictly hand-to-mouth basis. Since 
the reduction in prices on antimony 
whites reported here a week ago, there 
have been no developments on the 
price side of the market. Pig lead 
quotations broke last week after hav- 
ing been held since March but the de- 
rivative oxides were unchanged and 
were pegged at a wide margin over 
their normal differential from the price 
of the basic metal. 

White Lead.—The market was dull 
and lifeless last week. Hot weather 
along the Atlantic seaboard last week 
held the demands down to a very low 
point. The manufacturers could not 
advance any hopes for improvement. 
The dry pigments continued to move 
in slow fashion to the paint manufac- 
turing trade. Prices were without 
change and unaffected by the 5 point 
decline in pig lead on Wednesday. 

Red Lead.—Pig lead quotations fell 
off 5 points last week after having held 
without change since March. The 
movement did not affect the price for 
dry red lead which was named at 6%c. 
per pound in casks, a price which was 
established when pig lead was 3.75c. per 
pound against 2.95c. per pound today. 

Litharge.—The market continued in 
a very quiet position last week with 
prices holding unchanged but subject 
to easement here and there. The quoted 
position of the market for the com- 
mercial grade was 6%c. per pound for 
material in casks. The drop in pig 
lead last week did not have any 
further effect upon the market. 

Lithopone.—The final week in June 
Was a quiet one. The new contracts 
to cover the final half of the year be- 
came effective on Friday at the prices 
which have been in force for several 
weeks. In most cases untaken bal- 
ances on retiring contracts were 
marked off. The quotations for the 
domestic product remained at 4%c. to 
4%,c. per pound for quantities of 2 tons 
and upward. 

Orange Mineral.—This market was 
also quiet last week. The prices con- 
tinued at 9%c. to 10%ec. per pound for 
the American material and 15'%c. to 
16%c. per pound for the French prod- 
uct.

12%c. per pound; and standard white 
at 8%c. to 9%c. per pound. 
Dry Colors 

Color manufacturers and importers 


were also forced to report some mod- 
eration in the demands for materials 
last week. The approach of the semi- 
annual inventory period and the desire 
among manufacturing users to main- 
tain stocks at a minimum in their in- 
ventory records was attributed as the 
reason for the lessening of activity 
last week. The price situation was still 
spotted with competitive price shading 
but there have been no open changes 
since those reported in chrome oxides, 
Indian red and mercuric oxides. 


Carbon Black.—The rubber tire trade 
continued to order supplies in spotty 
fashion last week. Ink makers and 
other regular using lines were slow 
buyers. The makers of black con- 
tinued to quote 2%c. per pound for 
car-lot quantities of the standard 
grades, f.o.b. Texas. The local ex- 
warehouse prices for car-lot quanti- 
ties were maintained at 5c. per pound 
in bags, 5%c. per pound in cartons 


and 6%c. per pound in cases. 
Chrome Oxides.—The market has 
been unchanged since the_ recent 


change to 19c. to 20c. per pound for 
the domestic article in barrels and 21c. 


to 22c. per pound in kegs. The im- 
ported article was named at 22c. to 
23c. per pound, but quotations have 


been heard as low as 20c. per pound. 
Chrome Yellow.—This commodity 
was quiet and the call for shipments 
against contracts was notably slower 
last week as the using trades sought 
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to keep their stocks at a low level in 
preparation for the semi-annual in- 
ventory. 

Iron Blues.—A scattered demand for 
small quantities was reported by the 
makers of these colors last week. 
There has been no change in the price 
structure, with 33%c. per pound named 
on contract and 35c. per pound for 
open order. 

Indian Reds.—The quotations for 
both American and English pure 
grades were named at 8%c. to 9c. per 
pound, the level established a few 
weeks ago. The ordinary grades were 
also unchanged in price. The demand 
side of the market was not very active 
last week. 

Ocher.—This commodity did not 
show any special movements last week. 
Quotations for both the French and 
the domestic products were unchanged 
throughout. 

Vermilion.— Makers reported the 
situation as having been quite com- 
petitive, but the prices were unchanged 
at $1.35 per pound on quantity busi- 
ness and $1.40 to 1.45 for less than 
500-pound lots. 


Colors in Oil 


The past week in the market for 
colors ground in oil was another of the 
many slow periods that are encoun- 
tered in the summer months. A slow 
and disconnected flow of small orders 
was all that the makers could report. 
The price schedules were being held 
as well as had been expected and there 
were no open changes last week. 


Varnish Gums 


The demand for varnish and lacquer 
gums last week consisted of occasional 
small-lot calls for use in current runs 
in varnish kettles. There was no re- 
placement purchasing nor was there 
any evidence of anticipation of wants. 
The market was greatly throttled by 
the approach of the inventory period. 
Some of the importing merchants took 
stock last week, and according to re- 
ports, the aggregate supply of gums 
in New York was currently lower than 
at any time in history. Some items 
were entirely bare of stocks. In the 
meanwhile, the primary markets con- 
tained no new developments and the 
situation abroad was largely one of 
waiting for something to happen here. 
Importers stated that there were no 
changes in the prices last week.

Copals.— Gum buyers continued to 
operate with very small stocks, and 
the few orders received by importers 
last week were for immediate use. 
There was little or no replacement 
buying. The prices both here and 
abroad were unchanged last week, as 
they have been for some time past. 

Dammars. Importers quoted the 
standard Batavia A/D gradings at 8c. 
per pound, nominally. According to 
some importers, if there was any busi- 
ness of attraction, 7c. per pound could 
have been done. The current replace- 
ment cost in the primary markets was 
considerably less than a normal differ- 
ence between the primary cost and a 
quoted price of 8%c. per pound. 
Whether or not the same condition 
held true in the market for the Singa- 
pore product could not be determined, 
but importers continued to quote the 
No. 1 article at 10%c. to 11%c. per 
pound. 

Elemi.—This shared the general po- 
sition of the gum market in the fact 
that demands were extremely light and 
prices were entirely nominal. The 
quotations for the No. 1 grading were 
914c. per pound for No. 1 and 9c. per 
pound for No. 2. 

Kauri.—There has been no business 
of consequence in this gum for some 
weeks. The consuming trades were 
ordering only a few parcels at a time. 
The prices here were nominal at their 
former levels. 

Sandarac.—This gum has not been 
in much demand lately. Sales, occa- 
sional as they are, were being made at 
23%c. per pound. 


Other Paint Materials 


The fillers, mineral whites and other 
miscellaneous paint materials, contin- 
ued along quiet lines as the initial half 
of 1932 drew to a close. Like many 
other products their sale was mod- 
erated by the desire among the several 
using trades to hold their stocks down 
to a minimum in preparation for the 
semi-annual inventory taking. Order- 
ing was done mainly in small lots and 
in cases where attractively-sized quan- 
tities were concerned, shading was not 
difficult to encourage. 

Casein.—The market continued quiet 
and prices were still inclined toward 
softness. The domestic was quoted at 
5c. to 6c. per pound for the standard 
ground and 6c. to 7c. per pound for 
the fine mesh product. The Argentine 
Was quoted at 8c. to 8%c. per pound 
for standard ground and 8'%%c. to 9c. 
per pound for the finely ground article. 

Graphite—Buying was reported as 
having been spotty with no changes 
reported in the prices. The amor- 
phous was named at 4c. to 10c. per 
pound, according to quality, while the 
flake was quoted at 5c. to 1l5c. per 
pound. The lubricating grades in 
cans were named at 25c. to Tic. per 
pound. 

Smalt.—A very slow market was re- 
ported by the sellers. The black extra 
velvet grade was named at 5Bc. to 6c. 
per pound, while the blue color was 
offered at 644c. to 7c. per pound. 


Driers 


The condition of the stearate mar- 
ket last week was not materially dif- 
ferent from the situation in the sev- 
eral weeks preceding. As_ previously 
reported, some of the competition has 
eased since the forced withdrawal 
from the market of a mid-Western 
producer, but price shading and con- 
cessionary policies were still in force 
where orders were of an _ attractive 
size or where the competition for a 
desired order was heavy. There has 
been no change in the so-called sched- 
ule of prices. The resinates continued 
in a soft position also. Other metallic 
soaps were quiet and without any 
open price changes last week. 


Glues 


Although glue suppliers had hoped 
that hide glue prices would have held 
over the Summer months, the market 
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eased last week under the strain of 
offerings from the large volume of 
stocks on hand. Liquidation desires 
led to reduction of 4c. to Ic. per pound 
on car lot quantities. The high- 
grades were named at 17c. to 23c. per 
pound; medium at 12c. to 16c. per 
pound, and the low grades at 10%c. 
to 14c. per pound. Although manu- 
facturing operations in the various 
lines of consumption would remain at 
a low point over the Summer and 
there will probably be only a small 
volume of business during July and 
August, it appeared to some students 
of the market that the heavy supply 
of stocks on hand might exercise fur- 
ther pressure on prices during the 
Summer period. The bone glue mar- 
ket was also weaker last week. Quo- 
tations for car lot quantities of the 
common grades were marked down to 
the basis of 6c. to 10c. per pound, while 
the better grades in similar quantities 
were lowered to the level of 9%c. to 
13c. per pound. 


Metal Leaf 


Spotty calls for small quantities pro- 
vided the activity in the metallic leaf 
market last week. As in the past sev- 
eral weeks, the prices for imported 
leaf were subject to shading where the 
business was of attractive size or where 
the desire of sellers to obtain the order 
was strong. There has been no open 
revision of the quotations, however. 
The gold leaf market was also quiet, 
but prices were firm and unchanged. 


Lacquer Materials 


The market for the lacquer materials 
moved through a comparatively slow 
trading week, reflecting the hand-to- 
mouth policy in vogue with the con- 
sumers and the termination of the first 
half of the year. The market lacked a 
price feature, with a steady to firm tone 
in evidence. Automobile production 
held up well throughout the week, cre- 
ating the belief that June would regis- 
ter an output well over the 200,000 
mark. representing the peak production 
month. Productions of automobiles in 
May increased 36,823 units, bringing the 
May output to 185,149 units, according 
to the Department of Commerce. The 
total for April was 157,683 units. The 
May, 1932, output of 185,149 compared 
with 317,163 units for the corresponding 
month last year, and 420,027 units in 
May, 1930. The five months’ production 
for 1932 totaled 689,196 cars, against 
1,322,295 units in the same period of 
1931, and 1,864,074 units in the first five 
months of 1930. 

Acetone.—Improvement in the buy- 
ing side of this market was lacking 
during the week just closed, with mo- 
tion picture producers and other agen- 
cies of consumption showing no incli- 
nation to expand purchases beyond 
actual wants. Prices remained un- 
changed. 

Butyl Acetate.—A steady tone gov- 
erned the dealings in this market last 
week, with demand showing a tend- 
ency to drag at intervals, but prices 
were in conformity with the schedule 
in effect previously. 

Butyl Alcohol.—Nothing new devel- 
oped here last week, with consumers 
holding down purchases to a minimum 
until after the turn of the month, but 
prices were well maintained. Sellers 
reported that June shipments had 
measured up favorably with the vol- 
ume of business reported in the previ- 
ous month. 

Dibuty!l Phthalate.—Dull and feature- 
less was this market again last week, 
with a steady tone remaining promi- 
nent and no change in quotations dis- 
closed. 

Ethyl Acetate.—Business here was at 
a comparatively slow pace last week, 
with consumers in all directions of the 
market purchasing on a hand-to-mouth 
basis, but prices displayed a firm un- 
dercurrent. Second quarter quota- 
tions will remain in effect for the third 
quarter.

Glue Production: First Quarter, 1932 


The production of animal glues in the first quarter of 1932 was 19,439,600 
pounds, according to reports received by the Bureau of Census from thirty 
manufacturers operating forty plants. This compared with an output of 21,548,000 
pounds in the final quarter of 1931 and 23,348,300 pounds in the first quarter of 
1931. Stocks on hand were 68,835,700 pounds in opening quarter of 1932, against 
54,991,400 pounds in the corresponding quarter last year. Of the forty plants re- 
porting, six are located in Illinois, three in Massachusetts, five in Pennsylvania, 
five in New York, four in Kansas, three in California and the remaining four- 
teen in ten other states. Comparative records of production and stocks on hand,

German Nitrogen Consumption 


Germany consumed 245,000 metric 
tons of nitrogen fertilizers in the nine 
months ended March 31, according to 
information received by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from the consul at 
Frankfort - on- Main. Consumption in 
the corresponding period in the preced- 
ing fertilizer year totaled 286,000 tons. 
With a view of insuring the distribut- 
ing trade against losses, the nitrogen 
syndicate guaranteed to buy back any 
stocks remaining on hand July 1, 1932, 
from deliveries received after March 15, 
1932, at the higher prices ruling during 
the active trade season rather than at 
the lower prices ruling at the begin- 
ning of the new fertilizer year. The 
types of nitrogen fertilizers to make 
the most favorable showing in the 
German market this year were cal- 
cium-ammonia nitrate and calcium 
nitrate, while Leuna and Montan salt- 
peter (ammonia sulphate-nitrate) and 
urea made the least favorable show- 
ing.

German Ammonia Sulphate Exports 


German exports of sulphate of am- 
monia during the first four months of 
1932 totaled 127,935 tons, valued at 11,- 
900,000 marks, compared with 160,232 
tons, valued at 28,900,000 marks, in the 
corresponding period in 1931. The 
drop was caused by the development 
of nitrogen industries in leading con- 
suming countries, keen competition, 
and reduced consumption, according to 
information received by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from the trade 
commissioner at Berlin. The chief 
destinations of the exports this year 
were Japan, 36,444 tons; Spain, 33,988 
tons; China, 25,715 tons; the Nether- 
lands, 12,041 tons.

For the year ended December .31, 
the American Maracaibo Company and 
subsidiaries reported a net loss of

pletion and depreciation. In the pre- 
ceding year, the company reported a 
net income of $1,246,304, before de- 
preciation and depletion. 


Contracts for the construction at Oil 
City, Pa., of a 3,000-barrel cracking 
unit have been awarded by the South 
Penn Oil Company, subsidiary of the 
Pennzoil Company. The plant already 
has two cracking units and the new 
one will give it a daily cracking capa- 
city of 8,000 barrels. The new unit 
will cost about $250,000. 


Stockholders of the Pure Oil Com- 
pany at a meeting June 4 in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, approved a proposal to 
change the value of the common stock 
from a par of $25 a share to no par, 
the stock to be exchanged on a share 
for share basis. After adjustment of 
property valuations, the common stock 
will have a book value of $22.50 a 
share of which $10 will be account 
as stated capital and $12.25 as surplus. 


For the year 1931, the Batavia Pe- 
troleum Corporation reported a net 
profit of £1,800,000. A charge-off of 
£3,800,000 was made for loss in for- 
eign exchange due to depreciation in 
sterling and of that amount <£ 2,900,000 
was charged against profit and loss 
surplus and the balance of £900,000 
was charged against the reserve ac- 
count. Gross revenues in 1931 were 
£8,700,000 against £15,000,000 in 1930. 


The Court of Appeals of Kentucky 
has held a zoning ordinance of the city 
of Bowling Green invalid with respect 
to a gasoline filling station operated by 
the Standard Oil Company of Ken- 
tucky within the delimited residential 
area. The station was in operation be- 
fore the zoning ordinance was enacted. 
The court held that there was no ob- 
jection to the station, other than an 
esthetic one, and that that was not a 
valid one. 


The Warner-Quinlan Company has 
made an agreement with the Crew 
Levick Company, a subsidiary of the 
Cities Service Company, to obtain its 
requirements of high-octane-rating 
gasoline and consequently will be- 
gin late this month to _ distribute 
Cities Service gasoline and oils at its 
stations. The Warner-Quinlan refin- 
ery has been unable to meet the stead- 
ily increasing demand for premium 
gasoline, it was stated. 


The pamphlet report of the Shell 
Transport & Trading Company for the 
year ended December 31. 1931, showed 
a net profit of £2,557,259, after ex- 
penses and other charges. This com- 
pared with a net of £4,898,752 in the 
precetiing year. After deductions of 
£800,000 in dividends paid on first and 
second preference stocks and of 
£1,809,102 to be paid as dividends on 
ordinary shares, there was a deficit of 
£51,843 for the year 1931. 


The Southwest Gas Utilities Corpo- 
ration, Chicago, has denied allegations, 
made in the chancery court at Wil- 
mington, Del., that a receivership is 
necessary. Action, alleging that the 
corporation was insolvent and had de- 
faulted in payment of bond interest in 
May was brought by Jennie Fox, this 
city, who is the owner of a $500 bond. 
The corporation supplies gas and elec- 
tric service to forty communities in 
Oklahoma, Texas, and Louisiana. 


Humble Oil & Refining Company has 
taken an option on a 4,400-acre lease 
in the new Beach or Conroe oil field in 
Montgomery county, Texas, where re- 
cents tests have proven the area to be 
a major oil structure. The Strake Oil 
Corporation, from which the Humble 
company bought the option, has com- 
pleted a third well flowing 1,200 barrels 
of 40 gravity oil daily. The option calls 
for $500,000 cash payment and $3,500,- 
000 later out of one-fourth of the first 
oil produced. 


The Stanolind Crude .Oil Purchasing 
Company, subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, will redeem 
August 5, a total of $10,000,000 of 5% 
percent gold bonds, series A, due Jan- 
uary 1, 1938, which were originally 
issued by and bear the name of the 
Sinclair Crude Oil Purchasing Com- 
pany which has been succeeded by 
the Stanolind company. Of $42,000,000 
of these bonds issued, about $31,000,000 
were outstanding May 27. The re- 
demption will be made at 102 and 
accrued interest. 


Justice McGoldrick, of the New York 
Supreme Court, this city, has appoint- 
ed Robert J. Maloy, this city, as re- 
ceiver for the Associated Gasoline 
Users, Ine., following application by 
the New York State Tax Commission 
for a receivership, resulting from un- 
successful efforts of the commission to 
collect taxes totaling $9,000 alleged to 
be due the State for sales of gasoline 
over a period of several months. The 
receivership was the first step taken 
by the State in a campaign against 
delinquest gasoline distributors. 





The Union Oil Company will start 
shipments of California petroleum into 
the Mediterranean field, shipping three 
cargoes of high grade crude oil to 
Porte De Beauduc, refinery port in the 
Gulf of Lyons, near Marseilles. The 
shipment will comprise 255,000 bar- 
rels, and will be carried by tankers 
of the United Molasses Company. 


The Standard Oil Company of Ken- 
tucky has reduced the annual dividend 
basis of the common stock to $1.20 a 
share from $1.60 with the declaration 
of a quarterly distribution of 30 cents 
a share payable June 30 to stock of 
record June 15. President Smith stated 
it had been deemed advisable to cut 
the dividend in view of the unsettled 
business conditions prevailing. Earn- 
ings of the company for 1931 were 
equal to $1.28 a share on the common 
stock, or 32 cents less than required to 
meet the former annual dividend rate. 


Regulations governing the temporary 
duty-free importation under bond of 
mineral oils or preparations based on 
mineral oils to be used for softening 
rigging and cordage prepared in Mexico 
for exportation became effective June 
11. The temporary importation of these 
oils will be permitted under special 
documentation, subject to a _ bond 
equal to the amount of the regular 
import duty, which bond will be can- 
celled upon proof that the _ entire 
amount of the oil has been re-exported 
within one year as a part of the man- 
ufactured cordage. 


The United States Shipping Board 
has authorized the Merchant Fleet 
Corporation to accept an offer of The 
Texas Company to purchase the steam- 
ship Westlake for $15,000 cash, the 
vessel to be used as a stationary oil 
storage plant, all machinery and 
equipment not essential to the storage 
plant to be completely scrapped. The 
steamship Westlake is an oil-burning 
vessel of 8,548 deadweight tons, 
equipped with electric turbines and 
gears and three Scotch boilers, She 
was built in 1918 and has been laid up 
since March, 1927. 


Based on data supplied to the Bu- 
reau of the Census by 103 manufac- 
turers, new orders for oil burners in 
April totaled 4,250, as compared with 
4,055 in March and 5,528 in April last 
year. Unfilled orders at the end of the 
month totaled 512, as against 468 at 
the end of March and 1,399 at the end 
of April, 1931. Shipments of burners 
in April totaled 4,206, as against 3,956 
in March and 5,248 in April, 1931, while 
stocks at the end of the month were 
9,334, compared with 9,399 at the end 
of March and with 10,036 at the end of 
April last year. 


The Deep Rock Oil Corporation has 
notified holders of its 6 percent con- 
vertible notes due March 1, 1933, of 
which $10,000,000 are outstanding, that 
the company has not sufficient cash 
resources to provide for the maturity. 
The holders are asked, therefore, to 
extend their payment for four years 
and the company has entered into an 
agreement with the First Union Trust 
& Savings Bank of Chicago whereby 
such noteholders as agree to the ex- 
tension of the principal to March 1, 
1937 shall receive interest semi-annu- 
ally at a rate of 7 percent. 

Members of the National Petroleum 
Association made an inspection tour 
of the refinery of the Kendall Refining 
Company at Bradford, Pa., on June 23 
at the invitation of the company, 
which had arranged an interesting day 
for the visitors. The association mem- 
bers were guests of the company at 
luncheon in the Emery Hotel, Brad- 
ford. Some of the features of the 
plant inspected include a new control 
and research laboratory, new Dubbs 
cracking unit, modern pulverized fuel 
power plant, new barrel house, and a 
6,000-gallon aluminum truck and trailer 
unit. 


R. N. Mullin, who resigned May 1 
as eastern regional manager for Phil- 
lips Petroleum Company, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, has formed the 
India-Penn Oil Company, Indianapolis, 
and has taken over wholesale distrib- 
ution of Quaker State oils and greases 
in a large portion of Indiana, formerly 
handled by the Quaker State Oil Re- 
fining Company’s Indianapolis branch. 
At one time Mullin was president of 
the Texas Independent Oil Men’s As- 
sociation and secretary of the Chicago 
metropolitan area code committee from 
the time of its inception until his re- 
moval to Indianapolis. 


A successful demonstration of the 
utility of an alcohol-petrol mixture 
for motor fuel was held in Paris re- 
cently under the auspices of the 
French ministries of finance, com- 
merce and national defense and the 
Automobile Club of France with ten 
cars of various descriptions participat- 
ing. The mixture used had a specific 
gravity of 740/745, which involved no 
alteration of carburetors. It was 
stated that a slightly larger atomizer 
might have been used but was not 
necessary. The fuel was supplied by 
L’Amicale des Carburants Nationaux, 
a society for popularizing the mixed 
fuel.

Purchasing of that commodity as well 
as other pine products, however, was 
generally of the same hand-to-mouth 
character noted in recent preceding 
weeks, many consumers still being dis- 
inclined to purchase in advance of im- 
mediate requirements. Changes in tur- 
pentine and rosin for the week were 
moderate. 

The trend of turpentine was down- 
ward at times in Southern markets, 
but changes from day to day were 
within comparatively narrow limits 
and the undertone at Savannah and 
Jacksonville was reported as steady 
or firm. Sales to domestic buyers were 
rather light and few here were dis-

There were reports of a fair foreign 
inquiry for turpentine, but actual 
business was disappointing on the 
whole. Stocks in London are consid- 
erably smaller than at this time last 
year, but foreign buyers still seem dis- 
posed to hold off for further develop- 
ments in regard to production in this 


country. Exports of gum turpentine 
during May, it is not without interest 
to note, were about 435,000 gallons 


larger than in May last year, while 
the total for five months of the calen- 
dar year ended with May show an in- 
crease of 541,000 gallons as compared 
with the same time last year. 

Rosin offerings were moderate in 
Southern markets, but trade was 
rather quiet and the trend of prices 
was downward at times, although 
changes on most grades were compar- 
atively small. Receipts were about as 
expected. Shipments were smaller and 
stocks showed an increase at one time. 
Receipts in the three principal markets 
in the South for the season thus far 
show a sharp decrease as compared 
with the same time last season and, 
in the opinion of some, the indications 
continue to point to a material curtail- 


ment of production for the current 
season. 
The foreign inquiry was still ap- 


parently disappointing, although some 
business was noted. During the first 
five months of the current year ex- 
ports of gum rosin were about 95,000 
barrels larger than in the same time 
last season.

Highest and lowest prices for lin- 
seed oil in the Amsterdam market in 
each year from 1682 to 1931 are graph- 
icallv shown in a chart prepared by 
the N. V. Oliefabrieken T. Duyvis Jz., 
Koog aan de Zaan, Holland. The chart 
is based on the price in guilders per 
100 kilos, naked ex mill, net cash. 

It is interesting to note that the 
price in 1931 was much lower than it 
had been at any other time in the 250 
years, the low point being approxi- 
mately 10.5 guilders. The highest price 
recorded was in 1919, when it was 143 
guilders. The Amsterdam price ranged 
from 23 guilders to 26 guilders in 1682. 
The range in 1931 was from 10.5 guild- 
ers to 21 guilders. The noticeably 
high points in the chart are 59 guilders 
in 1709, 88 guilders in 1810 (prices ran 
high from 1795 to 1820), 58 guilders in 
1856. The price jumped from 31 guild- 
ers in 1913 to 143 guilders in 1919. 
Among the low points are 18 guilders 
in 1705, 17.5 guilders in 1739, 14.5 
guilders in 1897, 15 guilders in 1904.

ant colonel with the Chemical War- 
fare Service, first in charge of the New 
Haven station and in France with the 
A. E. F. in 1918, in which latter year 
he was United States representative 
to the inter-allied gas warfare con- 
ference in Paris. After the war he was 
in charge of an experimenal station at 
Yale to devise methods of counter- 
acting the effects of phosgene chloro- 
picrin and other gases. 

He was the author of several out- 
standing textbooks including “The 
Physiology of Amino Acids,” “Manual 
of Biochemical Methods,” “The Lethal 
War Gases” and “Toxicology, or the 
Effects of Poisons.” He was a member 
of the American Chemical Society, 
American Society of Biological Chem- 
ists, American Physiological Society, 
Society for Pharmacology and Experi- 
mental Therapeutics, and various 
others. His wife, Mrs. Lavina Reed 
Chasmar Underhill, survives. 


Charles R. Foley, one of five brothers 
in a family long engaged in the manu- 
facture of proprietary medicines in 
Chicago, died June 25. He was stricken 
with a heart attack in a street car. Mr. 
Foley was at one time in charge of the 
laboratories of Foley & Co. Later he 
was associated in another business 
with his brother, Harry, and at the 
time of his death was engaged in a 
third venture. 


Levi Bliss Gillchrest, who had been 
associated with W. R. Grace & Co., 
this city, for forty-three years up to 
his retirement from business in 1928, 
died June 25 at his home in Thomas- 
ton, Me.

Flaxseed prices continued to move 
within moderate limits in domestic and 
foreign markets last week. In domestic 
centers trading in futures was quiet, 
operators being inclined to hold off for 
further developments in the situation, 
especially with respect to the progress 
of the new flaxseed crop. The first 
government crop report for the current 
season will be issued on July 11 and 
few in the trade expect to witness any 
broadening of transactions until that 
document is out of the way unless 
there should be a decided change for 
the worse in the character of private 
crop accounts. 

Demand for cash seed was fairly ac- 
tive. Offerings were rather liberal and 
larger than some had expected, but 
they were readily absorbed by cash in- 
terests, demand from crushers being 
light. Consumption at Minneapolis 
continues on a small scale as crushing 
operations are still largely at a stand- 
still. Advices from that center, how- 
ever, reported a steady decrease in 
stocks through shipments to outside 
points. Crop accounts were generally 
favorable although the grasshopper 
situation was said to be serious in 
some sections. 

Linseed oil was quiet and easy. Cake 
and meal were higher with a better 
export inquiry noted for the former 
product.

Minneapolis Flaxseed 
MINNEAPOLIS, July 1, 1932. 

Demand for cash flax continues fair 
and prices are holding firm compared 
with futures. Offerings are quite liberal 
from day to day and at the moment come 
from Minnesota territory mostly. There 
are two buyers in the market for local 
offerings, one seems to be interested in 
the better quality of Minnesota seed and 
the other is after fancy North Dakota or 
Montana. Ordinary Minnesota quality is 
picked up on a delivery basis. All of the 
offerings are absorbed readily. Today 
some of the Minnesota type sold lc. lower 
compared with futures while the fancy 
stuff held firm. 

Stocks in public elevators are decreas- 
ing steadily because of shipments to out- 
side mills. Decrease last week estimated 
at 13,000 bushels and for three days of 
the present week the decrease is esti- 
mated at 25,000 bushels. Shipments con- 
tinue to exceed receipts. 

Local mills are not consuming any flax 
at the moment. Virtually all of them are 
down as there is no important demand for 
either oil or meal. Outside mills seem 
to be using all of the flax being crushed 





Duluth is rather strong after 
diversion point offerings that can be 
bought on a delivery basis. An elevator 
company at the head of the lakes is buy- 
ing. 3Zecause this seed is being bought 
at a delivery price it is likely that it will 
be loaded out for shipment over the lakes. 

At the close of the Monday session in 
the local market there was a total of 92,- 
000 July flax open and fair deliveries on 
contracts are due at the turn of the 
month. There has been some changing 
over from July to September at 2c. spread 
for the country and crushers have been 
at the other end of these spreads. There 
has been virtually no out and out buying 
yf flax futures lately, though a crushing 
company offered support of July futures 
whenever they dipped down below the 
dollar level. There is a little hedging of 
seed bought in the cash department and 
of late the country has been selling a 
little, probably against purchases from 
the farmers. 

Spot No. 1 seed sells at 2c. to 3c. over 
July mostly, although the spread of 
premiums is quoted at lec. to 4c. over 
and occasionally a very poor car sells at 
July price even. 

Crop news is mixed. Seeding continued 
through the month of June and the 
acreage promises to be fairly close to 
that of last season. In parts of North 
Dakota heavy rains packed the soil down 
and as a result fields are not very good, 
stand being thin. In places the grass- 
hoppers are already doing damage and 
here and there it is too dry. Today there 
were several reports of dry grain fields 
from near Minot, N. D. In south central 
and southern Minnestota plants are in 
blossom and look fine. Very little grass- 
hopper damage is expected in this terri- 
tory. In many places the crop is a week 
to ten days ahead of normal in growth 
because of plentiful moisture and fine 
weather. Grasshopper damage is most 
feared in northern North Dakota and 
South Dakota. Montana prospects are 
good at the moment but temperatures are 
getting high in that state.

Linseed Oil 


The market here for linseed oil was 
a rather featureless affair, buyers man- 
ifesting little interest in the situation 
on the eve of the triple week-end holi- 
day. Also the fact that the first gov- 
ernment flaxseed crop will appear in 
the near future had a tendency to make 
consumers and dealers hold aloof from 
the market for linseed oil. 


Quotations were held by crushers at 
previous levels, 5.6c. per pound being 
named for oil in cooperage, car lot 
basis, and 5c. per pound for oil in tank- 
ears. The tone of the market was 
easy, however, and it was possible to 
secure supplies at about 2 to 3 points 
below list prices. 


A fair movement was reported in 
some quarters on unfilled contracts, 
but new orders, as already intimated, 
were received in a very small volume, 
such transactions as were reported be- 
ing confined to unimportant quanti- 
ties. The first government report on 
the new flaxseed crop will be issued on 
July 11, and some in the trade here 
expect to witness an improvement in 
trade in linseed oil after this report is 
-out of the way. 


Crop accounts from private sources 
in the Northwest last week were still 
generally good. Planting was still in 
progress in some sections under favor- 
able weather conditions. Complaints 
were received concerning grasshopper 
activity, but damage thus far reported 
is not very serious or widespread.

MINNEAPOLIS, July 1, 1932. 


Demand for oil continues slack com- 
pared with normal and virtually all of 
the business is done in small lots. This 
sort of trade is just about up to normal 
for this season of the year. There is no 
round lot business being transacted for 
either quick or deferred shipment and 
no tank lot sales have been reported 
either.

Gasoline Tax Assurance Sought 


A bill to prevent bootlegging of gaso- 
line to escape state taxes was passed 
by the senate June 27 and sent to the 
house. The measure was endorsed by 
the tax commissioners of thirty-six 
states and was passed without objec- 
tion.

Gums, Shellac, Waxes 


Improved Demand for Carnauba Finds Importers 
Paying Full Prices Asked in Brazil --Candelilla for 
Shipment Bought for Consumption at Low Levels 


The feature of outstanding impor- 
tance in the market for gums and 
waxes during the past week was the 
strength in carnauba wax in the pri- 
mary market. Better business accom- 
panied well maintained prices. Can- 
delilla was notable for weakness and 
very low prices were done on sales of 
import parcels to manufacturing con- 
sumers. Other materials failed to 
show much of a change locally with 
the exception of African beeswax, 
which article reflected the strength 
recently stressed in reports concern- 
ing the primary market position of 
that material. Most quotations for 
gums and waxes were steady. 


The carnauba situation attracted the 
major interest in the wax market. Bet- 
ter business was reported. A gain in 
sales of wax for later arrival was re-

ported by several importers. Others 
indicated an increase in interest and 
inquiry, not all of which resulted in 
actual placing of orders. An interest- 
ing feature was the report of one house 
to the effect that when it met the price 
views of the Brazilian shippers, no dif- 
ficulty was experienced in effecting 
purchases. While stocks were gener- 
ally believed to be light at the source 
of supply, there seemed always to be 
something forthcoming if the sellers’ 
price views were met. Valorization of 
carnauba wax by the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment was still under discussion, it 
being reported that that government 
intended to valorize the article at 70 
percent of a fair market price for the 
merchandise. Spot prices for the No. 
3 grades were fractionally higher. 
Others were unchanged, but the ten- 
dency was upward. 

Low prices prevailing on candelilla 
wax for shipment from Mexico were 
believed to be associated with the 
weakness in Mexican exchange as well 
as for the reason that sales have been 
poor and holders in the primary mar- 
ket were seeking to move more of their 
merchandise. Lower spot quotations 
were expected to develop. 


Camphor was in moderate demand. 
Weakness in Japanese exchange was 
pronounced during the period under 
review and at times the cost to im- 
port further supplies was lower. How- 
ever, Japanese shippers were more or 
less prompt to offset decline in ex- 
change by a rise in the yen price for 
further supplies. Arabic was firmer in 
the foreign markets, where prices were 
maintained more steadily and where 
there was less shading of quotations. 
Business on spot was also reported 
somewhat improved and the leading 
dealers held firm prices throughout the 
period. Gamboge was quiet, with buy- 
ers being reported reluctant to extend 
their buying to cover needs beyond 
the nearby future. 


Gums 


Aloe.—The movement compared well 
with that in recent weeks, but on the 
whole sales were in comparatively 
small volume and were considerably 
less than normal business in the article. 
Stocks in hand were not large, but 
they were apparently sufficient for 
more than current requirements. 

Arabic.—Reports made the foreign 
markets somewhat firmer, with prices 
better maintained and less tendency 
toward shading of prevailing quota- 
tions. Business in this market was re- 
ported to be somewhat improved, albiet 
the gain was in the way of there being 
more orders for small quantities; large 
tonnage business was still in absence.

Camphor.—The market was routine 
and very quiet. Sales were consider- 
ably below normal, but the lack of 
more business failed to find reflection 
in the price views of sellers. Exchange 
on Japan was weak last week and at 
times the import cost was nominally 
lower, but the Japanese shippers were 
rather quick to balance out the differ- 
ence in cost to buyers that developed 
when exchange went down. Spot 
stocks were fairly ample, but there was 
little distressed material in the market. 

Gamboge.—Business was quiet. Re- 
luctance of buyers to extend their 
operations so as to cover their more 
remote consuming requirements kept 
sales down to a jobbing basis. Prices 
were somewhat easy in undertone, but 
they were not openly reduced. 

Karaya.—Movement of high quality 
gum continued in good volume and the 
market retained the steady undertones 
characteristic of the article for some 
time past. Prices were steady through- 
out the period owing to the fact that 
competition was not very active. 

Mastic.—The market was 4l1c. to 42c. 
per pound and steady so far as prices 
were concerned. As to the call from 
consumers, the interest of buyers cen- 
tered mainly on smaller quantities 
than were in request during the pre- 
vious week. Stocks were in firm 
hands and holders were few in number. 

Myrrh.—The usual jobbing trade to 
be expected during the summer months 
made up market activity during the 
week under review. Prices seemed to 
be steady; at least no sign of price 
shading on U.S.P. gum were noted and 
holdings of such material were mainly 
in the hands of strong dealers. 

Olibanum.—The market was _ less 
active and verged on being nominal 
so far as demand was concerned. 
Dealers reported most buyers as being 
well supplied against their nearby re- 
quirements. Prices were steady. 

Tragacanth.—The spot Was a market 
highly favorable for buyers with orders 
to place. Values were already low, but 
it was said that with firm orders in 
sight some holders were not loath to 
shade quotations somewhat. Stocks 
available in this market were compar- 
atively large and decreased but mod- 
erately under the demand current dur- 
ing the past week. 


Shellac 


Some factors in the shellac trade re- 
ported improvement in market feeling 
during the past week. Indications that 
trade with the electrical interests and 
the hat makers might undergo a mod- 
est improvement were not lacking. 
However, the extreme depression in 
the furniture industry is an offset to 
the few signs that suggest a gain in 
market sentiment. Bleachers contin- 
ued prices unchanged. They were very 
low in a highly competitive market, 
but no disposition to sell at less than 
quoted prices. Collections were re- 
ported to be very slow. All sales indi- 
cated that buyers were still adhering 
to a hand-to-mouth policy as regards 
purchases.

Quicksilver and Codliver Oil Reduced Again--New 
Price for C.D. No. 5 Alcohol Becomes Effective--

Stability of prices prevailed last 
week in the market for drugs and fine 
chemicals.

Hard mercurials were better defined, 
for the reason that prices for such 
merchandise have been reduced as the 
quotations for quicksilver declined. 

New quotations for completely dena- 
tured alcohol went into effect July 1. 
The base price was substantially high- 
er, but was subject to discounts and 
price allowance for buyers taking three 
or more car lots. These features were 
effective on deliveries to September 1. 
From then to the end of the year the 
base price prevailed, without benefit of 
discounts. The new regulations on 
C. D. No. 5 have been prepared. It is 
understood that new materials are 
called for, and it is said that such 
include the impurities of denaturing 
grade methanol without the presence of 
methanol itself. 


Competition in citric acid and tar- 
taric acid was very keen, more espe- 
cially as between the domestic pro- 
ducers of the articles. Citric acid made 
from three raw materials—sugar, 
lemon juice, and pine apple juice—are 
being manufactured in this country, and 
the producers are in eager competition 
to extend the use of their individual 
products. Tartaric acid imported from 
Europe was reported to be selling be- 
low the cost of production there. 

Acetanilide. — Because of stability 
in the cost of manufacture, plus the 
absence of any serious amount of 
competition between producers, the 
schedule of quotations for this article 
remained steady and without sign of 
probable change in the nearby future. 
Demand was reported to be not more 
than fairly active. 

Acetphenetidin.—For quantities of 
average size, the market was $1.20 
to $1.25 per pound. Large amounts 
bought under contract could be had 
for less. The market was one of 
nominal activity and lacked evidence 
of an enlarging interest on the part 
of manufacturing consumers. 

Acid Acetylsalicylic. — Demand was 
steady for quantities of conservative 
size but on the whole the movement 
was less than normal and the situation 
was not one particularly satisfactory 
to the manufacturers. 

Acid Citric. — The market was 
competitive as between the domestic 
manufacturers. The drive for business 
was in full swing and in view of the 
fact that business had not been any 
too satisfactory of late, the situation 
was one favorable for buyers. Citric 
acid made from three kinds of raw 
material were being offered. These 
raw materials were sugar, lemon juice, 
and pineapple juice. The latter two 
are byproduct items, a fact which 


makes competition possible with 
sugar as a raw material. 
Acid Boric. — Trade has held up 


very well, but an era of exceptionally 
low prices has made profitable returns 
to the producers somewhat uncertain. 
The market~+ was apparently well 
stabilized at the prices set some weeks 
back when competition forced a gen- 
eral decline in values. 

Acid Tartaric.—Consumption of im- 
ported acid has been smaller thus far 
this year:—at least, imports were be- 
low those of the first four months a 
year ago. Furthermore, it was in- 
timated that sales of imported acid at 
23c. per pound were not productive of 
a living profit to the importers. Do- 
mestic makers reduced prices %c. on 
Friday, making the market 23c. to 
234ec. per pound. 

Agar Agar.—Price declines seemed 
to have run their course. The market 
has assumed a steadier position of late 
and while demand has not been very 
active, dealers have managed to hold 
quotations free from change. 

Alcohol.—The new schedule of prices 
for completely denatured alcohol, form- 
ula No. 5 went into effect July 1. The 
car lot price in drums was 38%¢c. per 
gallon, subject to a lc. per gallon al- 
lowance when three or more car lots 
were taken, and being further subject 
to a discount of 5 percent on July de- 
liveries and 2% percent on August. No 
discount was granted on deliveries from 
September to the end of the year. The 
schedule of quotations for other dena- 
tured alcohol formulas was unchanged 
from that in effect during the second 
quarter of the year. The market was 
quiet last week. Quotations for alcohol 
to be delivered during the period of 
July 1 to December 31 were as fol- 
lows:—

Aloin.—Buying was irregular and 
covered small requirements only. The 
market kept its recently competitive 
tendency and while $1 to $1.10 per 
pound was quoted, the figure was 
nominal to the extent that in all prob- 
ability it was being shaded. 

Ammonia Citrate.—Steady prices 
were the rule; several declines in quo- 
tations for citric acid have yet to affect 
the quotations for this citrate. How- 
ever, the market was admitted to be 
competitive in all respects. 

Ammonia Hypophosphite.—A fair 
but not normal demand was noted for 
this article. The movement to buyers 
consisted mainly of small orders which 
were repeated fairly often. Large or- 
ders were few and far between. Prices 
were steady at $1 to $1.10 per pound. 

Ammonia Salicylate.—Stability pre- 
vailed among the makers of this ar- 
ticle. Competition was not verv active 
and in keeping with the sustained cost 
of manufacture, the market was in 
steady position regardless of moderate 
demand prevailed for some time past. 


Barbital.—A slight gain in sales was 
noted during the week. The gain was 
modest in all respects and was ac- 
counted for by the entry into the mar- 
ket of consumers who had been aloof 
for some time past. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—The mar- 
ket changed little if any. Demand was 
moderate but prices held steadily so 
far e~ metal was concerned. Some 
unsettlement in certain of the salts 
Was reported but on the whole the 
schedule was adhered to by practically 
all manufacturers. 

Bromoform.—The producer reports 
prices to be very steady and under- 
tones to be firm. Quotations were $1.75 
to $1.90 per pound, according to quan- 
tity. Demand was moderate but quite 
steady throughout the trading period. 


Brucine.—The market for alkaloid 
was said to be somewhat more com- 
petitive, reports of price shading hav- 
ing been noted and confirmed. The 
consuming requirements of buyers 
were very small, thus tending to in- 
crease the competitive tendency of 
local sellers. 

Cadmium Metal and Salts.—While 
trade could be a lot larger without 
being good, the situation seemed to be 
well in hand and sellers of metal con- 
tinued to maintain a steady quotation 
on the basis of 55c. to 60c. per pound.

Production met demand easily and 
provided a surplus. 

Caffeine—Seasonable request was 
noted. In keeping with the usual ex- 
pansion in consumption during the 
summer months, the shipments to buy- 
ers on contract have braced and the 
market itself has become considerably 
more active. Prices were apparently 
well stabilized. 

Calcium Glycerophosphate. — The 
market was steady. While demand has 
varied little of late, it has compared 
very well with that in recent months 
and was well up to the levels noted 
during the corresponding time a year 
ago. Prices were steady. 

Cantharides.—Demand has dropped 
off. Buyers have covered their re- 
quirements fairly well and the market 
pressure toward still higher levels of 
prices has been relieved to a consid- 
erable extent. However, prices pre- 
vailing last week were firmly main- 
tained, 

Castor Oil—A market well stocked 
with oil but having a very limited con- 
suming outlet prevailed on the basis of 
prices unchanged during the past 
week. 

CHICAGO, June 29.—C. P. castor oil 
is holding firm on a moderate amount of 


interest. Buying is distributed fairly 
well. Ruling prices of leading sellers 
are:—No. 1, drums, car lots, 9%c. per 


pound; drums, less than car lots, 1llic.; 
barrels, car lots, 101%4c.; barrels, less than 
car lots, 114c.; five-gallon tins, 12%4c.; 
one-gallon tins, 14%4¢.; No. 3, drums, car 
lots, 9%c. per pound; drums, less than 
car lots, 10%c.; barrels, car lots, 9%c.; 
barre's, less than car lots, 10% c. 


Chloral Hydrate.—The stabilization 
of prices for this item seemed to be 
complete. It lacked all signs of com- 
petition, notwithstanding the fact that 
sales have decreased in keeping with 
the general contraction in business. 

Chloroacetophenone. — The market 
has settled down to a steady position. 
The producers look forward to sales 
to the makers of antifreeze methanol 
for consumption during the coming 
winter. Prices were steady in all re- 
spects and demand was very fair. 

Chrysarobin.—The foreign market 
was reported to be somewhat unsettled 
again, but so far as local quotations 
were concerned the situation abroad 
has yet to affect the spot market. Quo- 
tations were steady at $2.50 to $2.55 
per pound and demand thereat was 
routine but steady. 

Cocoa Butter.—The market was fair- 
ly quiet but steady, in keeping with the 
raw material market. Demand was for 
less than car lots in most instances. 
The car lot quotation was 10%c. per 
pound but might be shaded under com- 
petition. Less than car lot amounts 
were offered at llc. 

Codeine.—The market was firm as to 
price, reflecting a similar position as 
concerned raw material. Conditions 
point to a plentiful supply of material 
wherewith to meet the enlarged de- 
mand that always comes when manu- 
facturers prepare for the winter sea- 
son. 

Codliver Oil.—Spot quotations were 
shaded to $15.50 to $17.50 per barrel, 
the range covering differences in price 
according to seller, quality, and brand. 
A fair amount of business has been 
placed in Norway, the same being for 
later shipment. Prices have been fav- 
orable this year because of low ex- 
change on the primary market and the 
production of a large amount of oil 
during the season that is now all but 
closed. 

Cream of Tartar.— Because of the 
cost of production abroad, foreign 
shippers are finding it difficult to com- 
pete with the domestic manufacturers 
in this city. Their sales prices are 
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close to the cost of production. . There- 
fore control of the market goes more 
and more into the hands of the Ameri- 
can makers. 

Creosote.—Stocks being carried along 
in the dull season are said to make a 
total that is likely to delay the resump- 
tion of manufacture on a normal scale. 
The most active season is some months 
away. Notwithstanding the general 
situation, prices remain firm. 

Ephedrine.—All salts were subjected 
to a steady and very good-sized de- 
mand. However, the quoted prices 
were said to be nominal to a consider- 
able degree, shading being a common 
practice when orders of substantial 
size were under negotiation. It was a 
market highly favorable for buyers. 

Ether.—Steady undertones prevailed. 
Buyers of large quantities of ether for 
technical use have been aloof from the 
market for some time past, and it is 
believed that replacement buying will 
have to start shortly. Prices for all 
kinds of ether were apparently steady. 

Glycerin.—The market was fairly ac- 
tive so far as chemically pure glycerin 
was concerned. The jobbing request 
was very good and the bustiness was 
taken without the element of competi- 
tion playing an overly prominent part 
in the transactions. Prices were ap- 
parently quoted steady on the basis of 
10%c. per pound in drums. Demand 
for dynamite glycerin has been a dis- 
appointment, but some stated that the 
total of sales was not much less than 
a year ago. Crude was about steady. 

CHICAGO, June 29.—C. p. glycerin is 
holding firm and representative sellers re- 
port they are having little trouble in mak- 
ing contracts. Volume is fairly good. 
Other grades are considered in fair con- 
dition. Ruling prices of leading sources 


are :—Dynamite. 8%c. to 9c. per pound; 
soaplye crude, 80 percent basis, 4%c. to 
5c.; c. p., car lots, 10%c. to 10%c.; c. 


p., returnable drums, 10%c¢.; saponifica- 
tion, 80 percent basis, 5c. to 6c. 

Guaiacol.—The trade looks forward 
to the season of enlarged demand with 
a considerable degree of anticipation. 
It is said that stocks now carried will 
readily care for the early season re- 
quest and it is therefore somewhat 
doubtful that manufacturing operations 
will reach normal. Business last win- 
ter was disappointing in volume. 

lodine and lodides. — Information 
from London was that prices for iodine 
and iodides had been revised by ex- 
tending the quotations for small quan- 
tities. The price for crude iodine and 
also for iodides fluctuates with the 
value of the dollar, crude iodine being 
priced by the producers on the basis of 
the gold dollar. The local market was 
very steady with demand conservative 
and competition negligible. 

Menthol.—The market was lower at 
$2.40 to $2.50 per pound and in the 
event of a demand for 10 cases or 
more, $2.35 per pound might be done. 
Stocks were large and sales were ré- 
stricted mainly to case lots. Prices in 
Japan have held well so far as the 
value in Japanese currency; the Jap- 
anese get about 6 yen per pound. If 
Japanese exchange were at par, the 
price obtainable by the Japanese would 
be roughly $3 per pound. Japanese 
exchange stands at 27c. to the yen and 
hence the return to Japanese sellers is 
about $1.62 per pound. It may thus 
be seen that the decline in menthol 
prices here has been caused primarily 
by the depreciation in Japanese ex- 
change. Synthetic menthol was held 
at $2.50 per pound, being at least 10c. 
higher than natural menthol and busi- 
ness was reported done thereat—illus- 
trating. once again the topsy-turvy 
condition of business at the present 
time.

Mercurials—A change in quotations 
for soft mercurials might develop al- 
most any time now. Declines in prices 
for raw material since the last change 
in hard mercurials has been $6. Soft 
mercurials have not changed in price 
since quicksilver was $66 per flask 
early in January. The last change in 
the entire group of soft mercurials was 
made on January 5, 1932. Since then, 
there have been reductions in calomel. 

Methanol.—Talk of a shortage in de- 
naturing grade has been heard but, 
given a demand of active character, 
the manufacturers of methanol would 
probably meet the call, albeit the 
chances’ for higher prices would 
brighten considerably. Some attention 
is being bestowed on synthetic me- 
thanol for anti-freeze use, this interest 
arising from the fact that the denat- 
ured ethyl alcohol manufacturers have 
set up the basic figure of 38%c. per 
gallon to prevail for C. D. No. 5 from 
September to the end of the year. 

Quicksilver.—The market was down 
to $56 to $60 per flask, though the 
tendency among sellers was to ask $57 
inside. The market lacked support of 
buyers, and while much of the Far 
Western production has been shut 
down by the low prices prevailing, 
there is still more metal reaching the 
market than can be readily absorbed. 
Importations during the first four 
months of this year totaled 7,829 
pounds as compared with 15,645 pounds 
during the corresponding period a year 
ago. In the previous week, the im- 
portation for this year was erroneously 
reported as 7,829 flasks; it should have 
read pounds. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 25.—The 
quicksilver market is subject to declin- 
ing prices. Metal is available at $59 per 
fiask for prompt delivery, f.o.b. San 
Francisco. While some business is being 
done, most of the inquiries are prompted 
by a desire to test sellers’ views. There 
is a surplus piling up at the mines. 


Saccharin.—Fair demand, entirely of 
a seasonable character, has prevailed 
and shipments have gained moderately 
of late. Pricewise, the market seemed 
to be in steady position and free from 
conditions likely to cause unsettlement. 

Santonin.—Compeétition continued to 
be keen, abroad and on the spot. How- 
ever, local quotations have become 
somewhat steadier at $85 to $93 per 
pound, prevailing according to quan- 
tity. Demand continued moderate. 

Silver Nitrate.—The schedule of 
prices since the last report at the fol- 
lowing levels, covering quantities of 
100 ounces; small lots cost from ic. to 
2c. more per ounce, and quantities of 
500 ounces are quoted at about Ic. less. 
Comparisons of New York and London 
prices for bullion are provided.

B & M Misbranding Trial 


Is Started in Baltimore 


BALTIMORE, June 29, 1932. 


The suit instituted by the United 
States government in the Federal 
court here against the F. E. Rollins 
Company, manufacturer of a prepara- 
tion marketed as B & M. Boston, on 
the charge that the compound was 
misbranded and that the literature put 
out by the manufacturer was “false 
and fraudulent,” began here Monday 
before Judge W. Calvin Chesnut. 


The first day's session was taken up 
with preliminary legal arguments, and 
the actual trial started yesterday, with 
Simon E: Sobeloff, United States At- 
torney, seeking to prove the govern- 
ment’s contentions. A mumber of bot- 
tles of the preparation had been seized 
by the Food and Drug Administration 
of the Department of Agriculture on 
the ground that the curative properties 
of the medicine had been misrepre- 
sented in the advertisement and other 
printed matter. 

A number of leading physicians and 
bacteriologists of Baltimore and from 
adjacent States have been summoned 
to testify. Among the scientists to be 
put on the stand are Dr. Victor Cullen, 
in charge of the state sanitarium for 
tuberculosis at Sabillasville, Md.; Dr. 
Lewellys F. Barker, president emeritus 
of the School of Medicine of Johns 
Hopkins University; and Dr. Gordon 
Wilson, professor of clinical medicine, 
University of Maryland. 

Dr. Eugene M. K. Geiling, associate 
professor of pharmacology at the Johns 
Hopkins medical school, testifying on 
Tuesday as a government witness, said 
he had taken the analysis of the med- 
icine furnished him by chemists, and 
examined the effect of its component 
drugs, reaching the conclusion that 
they would not effect the tuberculosis 
and pneumonia cures claimed for them 
in the literature which accompanied 
the preparation. Several chemists who 
preceded Dr. Geiling testified that their 
analyses showed the B & M to consist 
largely of ammonia, turpentine, eggs 
and water. 


Melvin M. Johnson, president and at- 
torney for the F. E. Rollins Company, 
sought to show that the medical pro- 
fession would not accept any drug for 
use without long and exhaustive tests 
which sometimes delayed for years the 
acceptance of an excellent curative, 
and he declared that the only thing 
claimed for the preparation was that 
it would aid a physician’s treatment of 
tuberculosis and other diseases. He

said that Mr. Rollins, treasurer of the 
company, still believed the eruptions 
caused by applications of the liniment 
were created by germs coming out 
through the skin, although the com- 
pany no longer made such a claim. 

Dr. Geiling, when asked by the dis- 
trict attorney what he thought of this 
theory, said it was the same thing as 
if he were to tell the jury to shut their 
eyes and they would see a green angel 
He added that he had no words to ex- 
press how foolish such a belief was 

Mr. Skobeloff declared in his open- 
ing statement that the medicine was a 
horse liniment.

Chewing Gum Output Less Valuable 

Preliminary figures of the census of 
manufactures of the Bureau of Census, 
Washington, indicate that the value of 
the chewing gum manufactured in the 
United States in 1931 decreased 15.9 
percent as compared with that of 1929, 
the last previous census year. The 
1931 production was valued at $48,156,- 
445, while that of 1930 was valued at 
$57,229,918. There were 31 establish- 
ments reporting in 1931 as against 37 
in 1929, with 2,106 wage earners in 
1931 and 2,265 in 1929, receiving 
$2,418,417 and $2,732,946 in wages in 
the respective years. Materials, con- 
tainers, fuel and electric energy cost 
$16,584,817 in 1931 as against $23,231,- 
172 in 1929.

tained over the slow season of the 
year. 

The market was not without its at- 
tractive features regardless of the 
failure of business to exceed very 
modest proportions. Red peppers were 
exceptionally strong and prices were 


advanced still further. Shortage in 


spot stocks and a high replacement 
cost in primary markets contributed 
to the development and maintenance 


of a situation entirely opposed to the 
interests of purchasers. 

Caraway seed was in very low sup- 
ply because of recent detentions and 
those compelled to find spot stocks 
also discovered that holders of the few 
lots released and available for con- 
sumption had price views, sharply 
higher than those in the previous week. 
Poppy seed was in similar position, 
although the advance in quotations 
was much smaller than in the instance 
of caraway. 

Release of some lots of detained yel- 
low mustard seed restored firm prices 
to the spot market and they were 
lower than the nominal levels that had 
prevailed. Furthermore, from a re- 
sponsible source it was learned that 
one large cleaning operation on mus- 
tard seed, nearly complete, has been 
essentially successful in removing the 
matter to which the Department of 
Agriculture objected. The same course 
of information expressed the opinion 
that one or more cleaning methods will 
be shortly perfected for cleaning not 
only the stocks now under detention 
but likewise all others which for one 
cause or another may be open to simi- 
lar objection. 

Buchu leaves were lkewise a price 
feature, being higher on this market 
in keeping with a rising cost of re- 
placements. Underproduction in South 
Africa had forecast a rising market, 
a movement the first to take place in 
this article for a very long time past.

Buckthorn. — Jobbing orders con-

Belladonna.—The outlook for ade- 


quate supplies for the next year was 
said to be good, preparation of the 
crop indicating that the output in 
Europe will be ample for all probable 
needs. Prices in the spot market were 
very steady on the basis of the slight 
decline noted recently. 

Buchu.—A short production in South 
Africa has forecast higher replace- 
ment and spot quotations. Local prices 
were raised last week to the basis of 
18l4c. to 19c. per pound, in order to 
offset the rising cost of replacements. 


Stocks held in this market were be- 
lieved to be moderate in size, as low 
prices had caused some dealers to 


abandon stocking the item. 

Laurel.— The market was back to 
4lgc. to 5c. per pound under the influ- 
ence of a more active competition in 
local circles. However, the market 
lacked signs of degenerative weakness, 
and it was felt that present prices 
would probably be the bottom of the 
decline. 

Marjoram.—Values were steady on 
the basis of the concession recently 
noted. Demand has been light of late, 
and during the past week it was small- 
er than it had been recently.

Sage.—Somewhat more interest was 
shown and the market became slightly 
firmer as the result of buying for im- 
mediate requirements.

The downward trend of values 
emphasized the ability of sellers to re- 
place supplies at more _ favorable 
limits. 

Guarana.—The market was very easy 
and quotations were lower at 85c. to 
95c. per pound, quoted as to sellers 
and being based on competition as to 
governing influence in this market. 
Demanhd was confined to jobbing quan- 
tities at all times. 

Kamala.—A wide range in quality 
was said to account for prices ranging 
more widely than normally is the case. 
As to demand, it was not very active 
last week and that was another ele- 
ment to contribute considerably to the 
movement of values in favor of man- 
ufacturing consumers.

— Competition was rather 
severe and the situation resulted in 
profits to sellers being kept down to 
nominal limits. The movement was 
not very active nor were orders much 





of jobbing size. Open quo- 
tations were without change. 

Jalap. — The market was steadier 
throughout the past week, the decline 
in the previous week having brought 
the item to a position where chances 
for further shading were not very 
good. However, a much more active 
demand will be needed to return the 
article to a firm position. 

Mandrake. — Little has been said 
regarding the probable crop of this 
item but it was felt locally that pro- 


duction would provide ample stocks 
for manufacturing consumers during 
the winter months. Prices remained 


low, easy, but without further change. 

Sarsaparilla. — Dealers were not 
disposed to shade 12%c. per pound for 
the Mexican article, but they received 
little support from buyers last week; 
recent transactions have cared for the 
immediate requirements of most con- 
sumers. Stocks were ample. 

Senega. Some have indicated that 
in all probability less than normal 
quantities of this root would be 
bought by the primary market ship- 
pers in Winnipeg. Their carryover is 
substantial and in view of reduced 
sales during the past year, care is 
being exercised in order to avoid be- 
ing too long of the market during the 
next consuming year. Prices were 
record low for the past several years. 

Squill. — Dealers were disposed to 
hold aloof from present offerings of 
new crop goods in primary markets. 
However, this is a normal policy at 
this season of the year; the principal 
buying against the needs of the next 
season will be done considerably later. 
The spot market during the past week 
was one of nominal activity. 


Seeds 


Anise. — The market did not lack 
strength but the advance noted in the 
previous week was not extended; 
Spanish seed held at 8c. to 8%c. per 
pound, firm and without sign of shad- 





ing. Star was quoted 15%c. to lé6c. 
Demand was fair. 

Caraway. — A rise of 4%c. per 
pound to the basis of 16%c. to 1Tc. 


per pound was clear evidence of the 
shortage in spot stocks that has re- 
sulted from the detention of large 
quantities recently entering the coun- 
try. Demand could not be met and 
to a considerable extent quotations 
were nominal. 

Celery.—Detention of several impor- 
tations has created a shortage in local 
stocks and resulted in a further rise 
in prices. The market touched 24\%c. 
to 25c. per pound last week and be- 
cause of a lack of general distribution 


of stocks, the quotation was about 
nominal. 
Coriander. — Fair demand for job- 


bing lots was reported. Considerable 
has been detained, but released sup- 
plies are meeting the consuming de- 
mands in very fair shape. Quotations 
were steady. 

Mustard.—Dutch yellow seed was 
offered more liberally on spot last week 
and a firm price of 8c. to 8%c. per 
pound was set by those with goods 
to deliver. English yellow was noted 
at 8%c. to 9%c. per pound and very 
firm thereat. Other yellow mustard 
seed was also firm. 

Poppy.—The market was advanced 
1%c. per pound and set to the basis of 
12%c. to 13c. per pound, strong in 
undertone and tending toward. still 
further advances because of the scar- 
city of released goods. 

Quince.—Demand was very good and 
the market had a firm’ undertone 
throughout the entire week. Quota- 
tions ranged $1.25 to $2.25 per pound 
and prevailed according to the quality 
of merchandise being offered. 

Rape.—Dutch seed was raised %c., 
sales being made at 4%c. to 5c. per 
pound, according to quality and quan- 
tity. German held firm at 4%c. to 5e. 
Stocks were of moderate size and de- 
mand was reported to have undergone 


considerable improvement during the 
period reviewed.

Spices 
Cassia.—The market was very dull 


and prices were lower. The group was 
almost entirely neglected and in every 
way it was a buyers’ market on the 
spot. Quotations were: Batavia, No. 1, 
6%c, to Tc. per pound; No. 3, 5%e. to 
6c.; shortstick, 5%4¢. to 6c¢.; buds, 17c. 
to 18c. China and Saigon cassia were 
unchanged. 

Cinnamon.—Competition was keen in 
the absence of much interest on the 
part of manufacturing consumers. Quo- 
tations for No. 1 were lower at 12c. 





to 14c. per pound; No. 2, 9%e. to 10e. 
Clove.—Small crop and carryover 
has not increased trade in this item. 


On the contrary, the market was very 
dull and Zanzibar clove was obtain- 
able at 12c. to 12%c. per pound, being 
identical in price with the Madagascar 
article. 

Ginger.—Lemon Cochin was shaded 
to 4c. to 44%ec. per pound. African re- 
mained unchanged but was easy be- 
cause of little demand. Jamaica root 
was firm at recently prevailing prices 
but demand has not pressed very ac-

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tively of late. Prices were unchanged. 
Mace.—Banda was priced at 35c. to 
36c. per pound. Other grades were un- 
changed. All varieties were in irreg- 
ular and only jobbing request. 
Nutmegs.—Quotations for 80’s were 
lower at 18c. to 13%c. per pound and 
grinding material was obtainable at 
6c. to 10%ec. per pound, quoted over 
that range according to quality. The 
market for 110’s was unchanged. 
Pepper.—Red peppers continued a 
strong feature in the local market. 
They were scarcer and in good demand. 
Numerous holders were clear of stocks 
and were unable to replace liberally. 
The future promised to be strong in 
view of the probable needs of the coun- 
try. Birdseye chillies were higher at 
291oc. to 30c. per pound and Mom- 
bassas brought 17c. to 18c. when avail- 
able at all. Japanese goods were strong 
but without further rise. Black Alleppy 


was shaded to 10%c. to 10%c. per 
pound and Tellicherry was noted at 
10%c. to lle. 


Pimento.—Business was done at 3\c. 
to 3%c. per pound but the market as 
a whole was comparatively dull, trade 
being confined to jobbing quantities in 
practically all instances. 





Tax Law Administration 


Besieged with Questions 
(Continued from page 15) 


In this connection the Bureau of 
Customs has ruled that white mineral 
oil will be dutiable at % cent per gal- 
lon when imported, under the pe- 
troleum tariff section of the revenue 
act. The product is referred to as a 
liquid derivative of crude petroleum 
classifiable for customs purposes as a 
medicinal preparation dutiable under 
paragraph 5 of the tariff act of 1930, 
as the Bureau of Customs recently 
ruled that white mineral oil was not 
free of duty as a petroleum product 
under the tariff act. This ruling will 
make medicinal white mineral oil duti- 
able at 25 percent as a medicinal and 
% cent per gallon as a petroleum prod- 
uct. 

Castor, Sperm, Lard Oils 


Castor oil will be considered taxable 
as a lubricant, but the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue is now studying whether 
or not medicinal castor oil is a separate 
grade of sufficient distinction to per- 
mit it to be sold free of tax. 

Further information is also being 
sought before rulings are made as to 
the taxability of other oils, such as 
sperm oil, whale oil, neatsfoot oil, and 
lard oil. 

A definition of a lubricant pressed 
upon the bureau would have included 
everything capable of reducing fric- 
tion between moving surfaces, but this 
was considered too broad and an ef- 
fort is being made to apply the tax only 
to oils commonly used as lubricants. 
Manufacturers of some lubricating oils 
have asked that the tax also be applied 
to possible substitutes even those that 
are not now being used for lubrication, 
but the bureau probably will take the 
position that, in case such an oil is 
later adopted for lubrication, it will 
then become taxable. 


All Benzene Taxed 


The gasoline tax will be assessed on 
all sales of gasoline and benzene (ben- 
zol), regardless of use, and this in- 
cludes the use of benzene as a solvent. 
This is based on the probable intent of 
the law, as the wording and punctua- 
tion are as follows:— 

The term ‘‘gasoline’’ means gasoline, 
benzol, and any other liquid the chief use 
of which is as a fuel for the propulsion of 
motor vehicles, motor boats, or aeroplanes. 

A resolution (H. J. Res. 448) propos- 
ing that nothing contained in section 
601 (c) (4) of the revenue act of 1932 
shall be construed as imposing a tax 
on the importation of natural asphalt 
and asphalt and bitumen derived from 
petroleum has been introduced in the 
house by Representative Collier of 
Mississippi. 


Who Is Manufacturer 


The regulations state that a manu- 


facturer who simply manipulates ma-' 


terials on contract, the title to both 
raw material and finished product not 
being his, is not liable for the tax, as 
the owner of the goods is considered 
the manufacturer. 

Further rulings are to the effect that 
where a manufacturer makes a product 
on contract, buying the materials him- 
self but making the product in accord- 
ance with another’s formula and when 
he is not free to sell the product to 
any one except the maker of the con- 
tract, the manufacturer is not taxed, as 
the other party is considered the tax- 
able manufacturer. 

The reverse is true when the product 
is a stock article, such as cold cream, 
made up in quantity in accordance with 
a well-known formula, and sold to any- 
one for resale under a private label; 
in such cases the actual manufacturer 
is liable for the tax. Opinions given 
tentatively or semi-officially differ with 
respect to the application of the tax 
when a manufacturing house supplies 
a toilet preparation, made from a stock 
formula but packaged ready for sale 
under the label of another. It is gen- 








erally believed that the taxable manu- 
facturer of such products will officially 
be held to be the person or concern 
named on the label. 


New Records Required 


Regulations 44 of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, relating to the taxes on 
lubricating oil, brewer’s wort and malt 
products, grape products, matches, soft 
drinks, and gasoline contain instruc- 
tions for keeping records that have not 
been required heretofore. The regula- 
tions in that respect are as follows:— 

Every person required to file a return 
and pay tax on the uce or sale of any 
article covered by these regulations must 
keep accurate records and accounts with 
respect to such use or sale. The record 
shall contain an inventory of all of the 
taxable articles on hand at the opening of 
business June 21, 1932 (the effective date 
of the taxes imposed under title IV). For 
the period June 21 to June 30, 1932, in- 
clusive, and for each calendar month 
thereafter, records must be maintained 
showing :— 

(a) quantity on 
month ; 

(b) quantity produced ; 

(c) quantity purchased tax free; 

(d) quantity purchased tax paid; 

(e) quantity sold tax free; 

(f) quantity sold subject to tax; 

(z) quantity used in production of other 
taxable commodities ; 

(h) quantity used otherwise; 

(i) actual wastage, evaporation, 
other losses, etc.; and 

(j) quantity on hand at end of month. 

Such records must be retained for a 
period of at least four years from the date 
the tax became due, or, in the case of tax- 
free sales, for a period of at least four 
years from the last day of the month fol- 
lowing the sale, and must be available for 
inspection at all times by internal-revenue 
officers. The books of every person liable 
to tax shall at all times be open for in- 
spection by government officers. 

Any person liable to tax on the ar- 
ticles named in regulations 44, who 
wilfully fails to keep proper and accu- 
rate records, is subject to a fine of 
$10,000, or imprisonment, or both, with 
costs of prosecution, and is also liable 
to a penalty equal to the amount of the 
tax not paid. These penalties apply to 
an officer or employee who, as such 
officer or employee, is under a duty to 
perform the act in respect of which the 
violation occurs, as well as to a person 
who fails or refuses to keep the 
records. 
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‘Radium’ Cures Questioned 


Advertising in connection with the 
sale of so-called “radium” treatments 
in various forms is questioned in the 
Federal Trade Commission’s complaint 
against the Hammer Laboratories, Inc., 
Denver. 

This concern, the commission de- 
clares, manufactures a number of 
products for which it claims valuable 
therapeutic effects on account of ra- 
dium content. The commission alleges 
that the products do not contain ra- 
dium or any radio-active substance in 
sufficient quantity to have any thera- 
peutic effect when used as directed, 
and declares that radio-active sub- 
stances are dangerous when used either 
internally or externally except under 
the direction of a competent physician. 





Dow Chemical Assets 


The general balance sheet of the Dow 
Chemical Company, as of May 31, 1932, 
showed current assets of $6,141.511, 
including $500,787 cash, $1,380,842 in 
notes and accounts receivable less re- 
serve, and $4,259,882 in inventories. 
Current liabilities were given as $1,- 
927,066 leaving an indicated net work- 


ing capital of $4,214,445. Total assets 
amounted to $23,247,926, which in- 
cluded $577,496 invested in affiliated 


and other companies, and $16,365,222 in 
real estate, plant, equipment, and 
patents, less reserves for depreciation. 
Surplus amounted to $6,610,378. Com- 
parative figures were not made public. 
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Ergot Principles Tested 
The therapeutic trials committee of 
the British Medical Research Council 
has published (Brit. Med. Jour., June 
4) a report entitled “Clinical Compari- 


son of Ergotoxine and Ergotamine.” 
The report covers tests of ergotoxine 


ethanesulphonate, submitted by Bur- 
roughs Wellcome & Co., and ergotamine 
tartrate (“Femergine”), submitted by 
the Sandoz Company. Information on 
the procedure of submitting products 
to the committee can be obtained from 
the Chemical Division, Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, Wash- 
ington.

Opposition by the Health Products 
Corporation, Newark, N. J., owner of 
the trademark, “Feen-a-mint,” which it 
uses on laxative chewing tablets, has 
been sustained by Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Patents A. W. Kinnan in re- 
fusing registration of the mark, “Med 
O Mint,” for a laxative. The Medomint 
Company, Lynchburg, Va., sought to 
register the term as a trademark for 
a laxative and digestant in liquid form, 
but the Patent Office ruled that the 
goods are of the same descriptive prop- 
ortieg and the marks confusingly sim-

Uncertain Prospects for New Crop Oil Keep Tansy 
and Wormwood Steady--Pennyroyal Higher on Larger 
Call--Italian Orange Shaded--Java Citronella Down 


Local quotations in the essential oil 
market seemed to be mainly steady 
throughout the past week. While com- 
petition was still present to an extent 
far greater than the trade could desire, 
values suffered less than usual when 
firm orders were in sight. A fair-sized 
movement into consumption was re- 
ported, but for the most part buyers 
of essential oils noted for tonnage 
business were disposed to hold aloof 
while awaiting further developments 
in the new crop situation. This was 
especially true as concerned domestic 
oils, sale of the same being confined to 
quantities covering immediate needs; 
buyers were disposed to await future 
developments, with a hope that price 
movements later on will justify such a 
course. 

The crop situation in tansy, worm- 
wood, peppermint and spearmint was 
somewhat uncertain. Low prices to the 
producers have made the latter dis-

satisfied with their returns, and there 
is some reason to expect a smaller out- 
put this year. A similar situation pre- 
vails in domestic pennyroyal oil, stocks 
of which have been bought liberally on 
spot at advancing prices. Destruction 
by insect pests continued to make the 
size of the wormwood crop at least 
uncertain. There is absolutely no tend- 
ency to place fall orders for pepper- 
mint, buyers being disposed to await 
the result of distillation, with a hope 
that production will be ample and that 
primary market sellers will be forced 
to take prices lower than they now 
quote on fall deliveries. 

Citrous oils were in moderate de- 
mand, sales volume being generally 
disappointing save in the instance of 
California lemon. That article is mov- 
ing steadily in ample quantities to 
buyers who placed substantial orders 
on the “four-for-three” scheme of the 
Pacific Coast producers. Italian orange 
oil was lower on the spot, failure of 
normal demand tending to create more 
competition in the local trade. 

Geranium oil remained steady to 
firm. Sellers were cautions as to the 
quantity of oil they would sell for one 
delivery. The tendency was to parcel 
out supplies and to protect the needs 
of the greatest number of buyers by 
refusing to book full quantities asked 
by manufacturing consumers. This 
was done with a view to making spot 
stocks go as far as possible. Anise and 
cassia oils were quiet as to demand, 
but prices were free from any further 
tendency toward decline. In fact, some 
sellers refused to meet minimum quo- 
tations prevailing on the spot. 


Essential Oils 


Anise.—Steady prices and moderate 
demand were the rule in local circles. 
The maintenance of replacement prices 
has done much to end the competitive 
tendency of some sellers on the spot. 
Stocks were of ample size but few were 
disposed to seek larger sales if to do 
so meant further cutting of quotations. 

Bay.— Business gained somewhat but 
on the whole the improvement was 
conservative and insufficient to bring 
about a more remunerative level of 
prices. Replacement costs were steady. 

Bergamot.—A tendency toward more 
competition was noted on the spot but 
quotations were without open change. 
Lack of sustained selling in substantial 
quantities has induced a more liberal 


attitude on the part of some holders of 
slow moving supplies. 

Bois de Rose.—Prices for Cayenne oil 
were raised once more, reaching the 
level of $1.75 to $1.90 per pound, ac- 
cording to seller. In fact, the inside 
quotation seemed to border on being 
nominal and a trifle of selling at that 
level would soon exhaust stocks so 
priced. The primary market offered 
practically nothing. Brazilian oil was 
firm but unchanged. 

Cade.—Demand was on a hand-to- 
mouth basis throughout the period but 
prices failed to develop weakness and 
sellers refused bids made by smaller 
buyers of the article. Stocks were 
ample but held in firm quarters. 

Camphor.—Prices from Japan were 
very firm despite the not especially ac- 
tive demand for shipment parcels. 
However, further declines in Japanese 
exchange offset to some extent the 
maintenance of values quoted by the 
shippers at the source of supply. Local 
quotations were steady but demand 
was light. 

Cananga.—Rectified oil moved quietly 
but in fair-sized jobbing quantities 
throughout the period, and there did 
not appear to be any further tendency 
toward competitive reduction in spot 
auotations. Stocks were not large but 
they were adequate to meet demand in 
its present volume. 

Capsicum.—Raw material was very 
strong and oleoresin tended toward 
higher levels, a movement almost cer- 
tain to come when demand shall have 
developed more volume than has pre- 
vailed during recent weeks. The ris- 
ing cost of production strengthened the 
market materially. 

Cardamom.—The possibility of prices 
being advanced has been less promi- 
nent since the recent reaction down- 
ward in quotations for raw material. 
Also, demand for oil has been light and 
hence the prices for that article have 
remained distinctly favorable for buy- 
ers with orders to place. 

Cassia.—Cables from the primary 
market revealed little change in the 
shipment cost of this item. Also, the 
local quotations for redistilled oil were 
in steady to firm position regardless of 
the absence of a normal demand for 
the material. Stocks were conserva- 
tive, yet ample, in size. 

Citronella.—Quotations for Java oil 
were lower at 47c. to 49c. per pound, 
depending on seller and quantity. 
Ceylon oil held without change, with 
the primary market offerings being 
nominal to a large extent. Buyers were 
disposed to await offerings of new crop 
before placing new business. 

Clove.—The spice market was lower 
and quite dull. However, stocks of 
spice were not large on spot and val- 
ues would strengthen should demand 
expand. Oil was steady as to price and 
moved in quantities somewhat im- 
proved over volume in recent weeks. 

Croton. — Hand-to-mouth buying 
ruled and business was strictly job- 
bing in size throughout the past week. 
Prices were steady, being in line with 
the cost to replace the fairly ample 
stocks available on the spot at the 
present time. 

Cubeb.—Stability in the cost of raw 
material has contributed to the main- 
tenance of prices for oil at levels free 
from competitive influences and weak- 
ness generally. Demand was entirely 
routine throughout the past week and 
was confined to small orders most of 
the time. 

Erigeron.—The future of this article 
would seem to be set for some im- 
provement in values. Recent reports 
have indicated that because of prac- 
tically no production last summer, 
stocks in the hands of dealers are mod- 
erate at this time. However, it is well 
to keep in mind the fact that con- 
sumption has been on the low side 
throughout the past year. 

Eucalyptus.—Sales out of spot stocks 
reached fair totals in most quarters 
during the past week, but the period 
of major purchasing against the larger 
manufacturing needs of the coming 
winter has yet to be developed to im- 
portant proportions. The local market 
was reported to be very steady. 

Geranium.—Demand was not espe- 
cially active, but the market under- 
tones were firm to strong and absolute- 
ly no signs of price shading were to be 
found locally during the past week. In 
fact, sellers were disposed to conserve 
their supplies and to partition their 
stocks in such a way as to serve the 
requirements of the greatest number 
of manufacturing consumers.

Califor- 
nia oil continued to move in excellent 
quantities at steady prices. 

Lime.—The seasonable sale of this 
article has been something of a dis- 
appointment to date. Manufacturing 
consumers demanding high grade ma- 
terial view values as too high and 
hence there is a deal of conservatism 
when it comes to buying more than 
absolute requirements. Stocks were 
moderate in size, however, and were 
held in quarters not disposed to ac- 
cept bids at the present time. 

Mace—Weakness in raw material 
was exposed again last week and con- 
ditions were making for a market of 
much greater competition so far as 
sales of oil were concerned. Demand 
was about nominal last week, the few 
sales made being well within jobbing 
limits. 

Orange.—Italian oil was shaded to 
basis of $1.20 to $1.85 per pound, and 
it was intimated that with a firm order 
in hand as low as $1.15 could be done 
for some brands. Demand has lagged 
thus far this summer, and it was ap- 
parent last week that stocks in the 
hands of buyers were’ sufficient to 
cover their present needs. 

Patchouli.—Business was light, but 
in view of present low prices the mar- 
ket had a steady quality somewhat out 
of keeping with the lack of a normal 
consuming interest in the item. Sell- 
ers maintained prices throughout the 
period and the market closed steady.

Unsold stocks in the country make 
a fair sized total. 

Pimento.— Jobbing busimess was very 
fair, giving support to prices and keep- 
ing competition well in the background 
throughout the past week. However, 
replacement costs were easy in keep- 
ing with cheapness of raw material. 

Rosemary.—Soapmakers have bought 
in moderate quantities of late and that 
type of business continued to dominate 
the spot market during the past week. 
The situation was one of considerable 
stability as regards price, no shading 
of quotations having been reported 
during the period under review. 

Spearmint.—Prices hela mainly be- 
cause of a lack of major demand; 
lower quotations would hardly have 
increased interest of buyers. The lat- 
ter were aloof, awaiting further de- 
velopments in the primary market, 
with especial reference to neW crop 
production and prices for the same. 
Stocks on spot cared for the small de- 
mand current during the period and 
85c. to $1 per pound was the prevail- 
ing quotation. 

Tansy —Smailler production may be 
caused by the low prices which have 
been obtained by producers. Some 
have said that the prices obtained 
have been less than the cost of pro- 





duction and hence the production of 
the article is likely to be less than it 
was a year ago. Prices continued low 


and easy on the spot. 

Wormseed.—Business was confined 
to jobbing quantities most of the time 
and on the whole the market lacked 
much more than nominal activity. 
Local dealers were well supplied and 
hence the need to enter the primary 
market developed rarely last week.

Vegetable Oils

back in prices making consumers dis- 


posed to hold aloof for a time. On 


the other hand offerings from import- 
ers and dealers were generally light. 
Supplies were available on the coast 
for prompt shipment in tankcars at 
4%c. per pound, and reports were 
heard at times to the effect that this 
figure could be shaded. No transac- 
tions were reported, however, at a 
lower figure. Here there were sellers 
at 5e. per pound in tankecars and at 


5l4c. per pound in drums. Such sales 
as were noted here were limited to 
small packages for prompt shipment. 
Changes in primary quotations were 
narrow. 

Coconut, — Quotations were about 
stationary much of the time in domes- 
tic markets last week and the only 
noteworthy change in the situation was 
the development of a somewhat firmer 
tone. The Far Eastern situation also 
appeared to be steadier. Offerings of 


oil for shipment in bulk were very 
light. A nominal quotation on bulk 
oil was 3%c. per pound, c.if. New 


York, which compared with a nominal 
quotation of 3c. per pound in the pre- 
vious week. On the coast 2%c. per 
pound was an inside figure for prompt 
shipment in tankears and _ offerings 
were light on that basis. Here there 
was apparently no oilavailable in tank- 
cars for prompt shipment at less than 
3%4,c. per pound. Trade continued 
quiet, few inquiries being noted. Ship- 
ments of coconut oil from the Philip- 
pine Islands during April were 8,687,000 
kilos. of which 8,404,000 kilos were ex- 
ported to this country. 

Corn.—The market for crude was 
firmer, this being a reflection of re- 
cent developments in competing prod- 
uct. Trade was quiet. Occasional in- 
quiries were noted, but there were ap- 
parently few transactions. On the 
other hand, offerings were light, with 
3c. per pound an inside figure for 
prompt shipment, while in some quar- 
ters a slightly higher figure was named. 

Olive—Reports were current of a 
somewhat better inquiry for foots, but 
actual business was apparently limited 
to comparatively small quantities, few 
consumers being inclined to purchase 
in advance of immediate requirements. 
The market was steady. Spot supplies 
are said to be light or moderate and 
there was no increase in offerings for 
arrival from abroad. There was a fair 
inquiry for denatured oil in a jobbing 
wav and the market remained steady. 
Importations of foots during May, ac- 


cording to official statistics, were 
4,079,877 pounds. 
Palm.—The market had a fairly 


steady tone, although business did not 


show much life. Occasional inquiries 
were noted, but such transactions as

On the other hand, 
offerings were light and quotations 
abroad appeared to be about station- 
ary.

Refined Oil Futures Higher With Outside Markets-- 
Hog Receipts Small and Prices Rise--Lard Up--Crude 
Firmer with Offertngs Light--Weevil Reports Numerous 


Local and southern markets for 
cottonseed products were quiet last 
week, but in the case of oil the tone 


here and in the South was firmer, with 
the trend of prices upward. Develop- 
ments in the markets for live hogs and 
lard were of a bullish character. Senti- 
ment here was also influenced by 
numerous reports of increasing weevil 
activity in various parts of the cotton 
belt. These things more than offset 
unfavorable reports concerning the 
conditions of general trade and weak- 
ness at times in the markets for se- 
curities and grain. 

Speculative offerings were light here 
and there was apparently no increase 
in offerings of crude oil or other 
cottonseed products in the South. The 


movement of seed was reported as 
small and seems likely to remain so 
until the new season opens up. The 


market for refined cottonseed oil futures 
on the New York Produce Exchange 
closed for the week on Friday, July 1, 
and business will not be resumed until 
July 5. For this reason traders in 
some cases were disposed to curtail 
operations last week until the holidays 
were out of the way.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Southern markets were generally re- 
ported as quiet so far as spot trans- 
actions were concerned, although the 
Memphis speculative market for meal 
was fairly active with traders showing 
more interest in next crop deliveries 
while liquidating near positions owing 
to the quietness of trade in actual 
meal and the fear of tenders on con- 
tracts. Feeders and other’ buyers 
manifested little interest in the mar- 
ket for cash product, and according to 
some in the trade no broadening of 
business is expected until the new crop 
season opens up, unless competing 
product should develop strength. 

Supplies of feed which compete with 
cottonseed meal are still liberal and 
available at low prices and the con- 
dition of pasturage is apparently good 
in many sections of the country. The 
movement of old crop seed was gener- 
ally reported as light as usual at this 
period of the year and no movement 
of new crop seed is expected in the 
near future. The foreign inquiry for 
meal was reported as light, although 
shinments continued to be reported 
from southern ports on old contracts. 
Offerings of meal were generally light. 

Quotations on 7 percent meal in the 
Southeast were maintained at $12.75 to 
$13.50 per ton. In the Valley 41 per- 
cent meal was quoted at $10.75 to $11 
per ton. In the Southwest 43 percent 
meal was held at $15.50 to $16 per 


ton. 
Cottonseed Oil 


The market here for refined cotton- 
seed oil was quieter last week on the 
eve of the holidays, business being 
suspended from the close on July 1 till 
July 5. The tone was firmer, however, 
with the trend of prices mainly upward 
in company with lard and cotton, the 
former commodity being influenced by 
the strength of live hog markets in 
the West, where marketing continued 
on a small scale. Sentiment was also 
influenced to some extent by a stronger 
market for tallow as well as by the 
firmness of crude cottonseed oil in the 
South, where sales were reported at 
3e. per pound. Reports from the 
South of increasing weevil activity 
were also not without some effect. 

Offerings of contracts were notice- 
ably light much of the time. At Chi- 
cago live hog quotations showed an 
advance of 45 to 80 cents per 100 
pounds. Arrivals of live hogs in that 
market on Monday were 27,000 head, 
while the receipts in the principal 
Western markets were only 75,900 head 
against 122,200 head on the same day 
last year. On Tuesday Chicago re- 
ceived 15,000 head, on Wednesday 14,- 
000 head and on Thursday 17,000 head. 
Total arrivals in the leading Western 


centers on Tuesday were 64,000 head 
against 82,100 head on the same day 
last year; on Wednesday 68,000 head 
against 68,300 head last year; on 
Thursday 62,100 head against 48,800 
head. 

The average weight of the hogs re- 
ceived in Chicago during the week 
ended June 25 was 247 pounds. This 


compared with 244 pounds in the pre- 
vious week and with 245 pounds in 
the week before that. Some were look- 


ing for an increase in the marketing 








of hogs in the near future as a result 
of the advance in prices, the market 
at Chicago last week being higher than 
at any time since the middle of 
March. A further advance occurred in 
lard in the Liverpool market, the spot 
quotation rising to 41s. per cwt. as 
compared with 38s. 6d. at the close of 
the previous week and with 36s. at the 
end of the week before that. The ex- 


port movement of lard, however, con- 
tinued light. Exports of lard com- 
pound composed of vegetable fats 


during five months of the current year 
ended with May were 1,247,562 pounds 


against 2,212,177 pounds in the same 
time last year. 

The weather over the cotton belt 
was more favorable, less rain being 
reported, while temperatures were 
higher. Correspondence from Atlanta 
reported some improvement in crop 
conditions as a result of a hot wave. 


There were numerous reports of in- 
creasing weevil activity. In a bulletin 
issued by the New York Cotton Ex- 
change Service it was stated that 
many points in the South, particularly 


in the southern half of the belt east 
of the Mississippi River, report very 
heavy weevil infestation, adding:— 
“Leading crop services say that the 
initial infestation is the heaviest since 
19.3. Apprehension as to important 
weevil damage this season has been 
based on the fact that last winter was 
too mild to effect a normal destruc- 
tion of hibernating weevils, that re- 
cent rains has been favorable to 
weevil multiplication and lack of fer- 
tilization has caused a slow growth 
of the plant, thus handicapping it in 


its race to mature fruit before the 
weevils increase to such numbers that 
they will destroy the crop.” 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report stated that in Texas ad- 
vance of the crop was _ satisfactory, 
though shedding continued in some 
dry southern sections while in Okla- 
homa progress and condition was 
mostly good with early plants. In the 
central states of the belt, except in 
some wet areas, growth was mostly 
satisfactory with squares developing 
fast and some blooms as far north as 
Central Arkansas. In some southern 
sections there were complaints of 
scarcity of squares and bloom, with 
too much moisture favorable for 
weevil. In yeorgia less rain and 
warmer weather were quite favorable, 
while progress of the crop was mostly 


good in the Carolinas. Plants are 
blooming rather freely in the low 
country of South Carolina, though 


they are tender and sappy with com- 
plaints of too much rain in some 
places.

Stocks of sul- 
phate of ammonia in Japan in April 
were reported to be about 200,000 tons.

the granting of import licenses. 


The Department of Agriculture, In- 
dustry and Commerce of the Nether- 
lands East Indies is actively interested 
in promoting export trade in in- 
digenous crude drugs. It is stated that 
about 500 varieties of botanical drug 
plants occur in that territory, which, 
although exploited on a _ relatively 
small scale, possess therapeutic value 
that make them potentially important 
trade items; several are recognized in 
the Dutch pharmacopeia. Detailed in- 
formation relative to .sources of sup- 
plies of Dutch East Indian crude 
drugs is available at the Chemical Di- 
vision of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Washington.

Textile Chemicals, 
Dyestuffs and Tanstuffs 


Limited Supply of Egg Albumen Here Causes Further 
Advance--Myrobalans Higher--Mangrove Bark and 
Valonia Lower--Archil Remains Firm--Cochineal Slow 


The market for dyestuffs and tan- 
stuffs recorded a better inquiry dur- 
ing the week just ended. The slight 
betterment in certain quarters of the 
market was attributed to expected 
seasonal pickup in some units in both 
the textile and tanning industries. 
Changes in the market included an 
advance in the quotations for egg al- 
bumen and myrobalans as well as de- 
clines in prices for mangrove bark 
and valonia. 

Advance in the quotation for egg al- 
bumen was a direct reflection of fur- 
ther shrinkage in the supply on hand 
here. The lessened production of egg 
albumen could be attributed in turn 
to the lower production of egg yolk 
abroad. Chinese producers were cur-

tailing operations because of the lim- 
ited demand for egg yolk and the pos- 
sibility of further expansion in domes- 
tic production, with the result that a 
slight shortage had occurred in egg al- 
bumen. Other sizing materials moved 
through a routine trading week, with 
corn dextrin and_ starch holding 
steady, due to the,@isplay of a steady 
tone in the basic grain market. 
Advance in the quotation for myro- 
balans was attributed to a slightly 
improved inquiry and _ the_= small 
amount on hand here as well as near- 
by positions. Lessened amount in the 
nearby month position could be at- 
tributed to the approach of the new 
crop months. Extremelv dull demand 
caused the reduction in the quotation 


for mangrove bark and valonia. Bor- 
neo cutch continued unchanged as 
well as quebracho, the stocks of the 


latter material are of plethora supply 
here. Department of Commerce re- 
ports that some betterment was ex- 
pected to take place in the shoe man- 
ufacturing industry over the next few 
weeks, due to producers getting into 
operations on Fall orders. Shoe pro- 
duction in June was expected to be 
greatly below the volume produced in 
May, with the decline averaging more 
than a seasonal letdown. 

Improvement in the wool mill op- 
erations and the stepping up of pro- 
duction schedules in some cotton mills 
in the nearby districts was reported. 
Rayon and silk mills continued at a 
low ebb of activity, due to the large 
inventories on hand. Tapering off of 
schedules in some print cotton yarn 
“mills was also indicated. The division 
for the dyestuffs lacked an outstand- 
ing figure, with cochineal, turmeric 
and annatto unchanged. Archil re- 
mained firm, with a fairly active call 
noted in hematéne crystals at inter- 
vals during the week. 


Chemicals 


Alumina Chloride.—Regular buyers 
supplied the activity here, taking sup- 
plies sufficient to cover actual produc- 
tion needs. The market was steady 

\and prices were without change. 

Antimony Salt.—While no broaden- 
ing was shown in the demand side of 
this market, sellers continued to list 
the quotations 20c. to 23c. per pound, 
according to quantity. Situation in 
needle and oxide material remained un- 
altered, with prices steady. 

‘ Potash Bichromate.—A _ better in- 
quiry was in evidence here during the 
week just closed, but consumers 
showed no disposition to relinquish 


their cautious attitude in ordering ma- 
terial. The undertone in the market 
remained firm and prices were with- 
out change. 

Soda Bichromate.—Business here 
held up fairly well last week, with the 
market holding steady at the previ- 
ously established levels. Of the April 
exports of 660,797 pounds of chromate 


and bichromate, Canada purchased 
146,864 pounds; United Kingdom, 
190,537 pounds; Spain, 44,388 pounds; 


France, 44,800 pounds; Belgium, 11,007 
pounds; Mexico, 49,537 pounds; Argen- 
tina, 56,000 pounds, and British India, 
67,372 pounds. 

Zinc Dust.—There was little change 
in the position of this market last 
week, with sellers claiming a fairly 
active call and prices holding steady, 
being influenced by the steady tone in 
the basic metal market. 


Dyestuffs 


Annatto.—Pickup in the general buy- 
ing was lacking here again last week, 
with a few small-lot quantities con- 
stituting the call and prices were in 
conformity with the schedule in force 
previously. 

Archil.—A few stray orders made up 
the call for the various grades of this 
material last week, with sellers call- 
ing the market firm as a result of the 
limited volume of material in local 
dealers’ inventories. Prices were in 
line with quotations in order in the 
previous week. 

Camwood Bark.—Demand here con- 
tinued in the doldrums throughout the 
period under review, with sellers quot- 
ing the market at l6éc. per pound. 

Cochineal.—No new developments 
were uncovered here last week, with 
the market dragging through another 
trading period. The undertone in the 
dealings was called steady, with sellers 
naming the quotations in order in the 
preceding week. 

Cudbear.—There was nothing to re- 
port in this market last week, with 
the request for this article dull and 
prices holding steady at the quotations 
noted in the preceding week. 

Hematine.—Buying of the crystals 
continued on a conservative basis 
throughout the period under survey, 
but the comparatively dull character 
of the call failed to have an influence 
on the undertone of the market and 
prices were without change. 

Indigo.— Buying of the natural ma- 
terial was described as exceptionally 
slow last week, while the textile trade 
and other consumers of the synthetic 
material were placing fair sized orders 
and prices were identical to those in 
force previously. 

Quercitron.—Although reports indi- 
cated some betterment in certain units 
of the textile industry, the general de- 
mand here continued at a slow pace, 
but the market retained a steady un- 
dercurrent and prices were about the 
same as noted in the previous week.

Egg Yolk. — An exceptionally slow 
demand was reported for both the 
spray and granular materials last 
week with sellers reporting that the 
undertone in the market was barely 
steady at the quotations in force pre- 
viously.

Early Signing of European Nitrogen Cartel Reported 
from Berlin--Tension Surrounds Market as Develop- 
ments are Awaited -- Chile May Dump Nitrate 


The virtual signing of the European 
nitrogen cartel was reported here late 
last week in cable dispatches from 
Berlin. Later, it was said that a last- 
minute hitch had postponed the com- 
pletion until “possibly next week. Ten- 
sion surrounded the markets for sul- 
phate of ammonia and nitrate of soda 
as further developments were awaited. 
The news was prefaced by a strength- 
ening movement in the foreign sul- 
phate market, and followed the report 
in this column a week ago, which in- 
dicated that there was an even chance 
for the revival of the cartel which 
collapsed a year ago. 

The conference which commenced in 
Montreaux, Switzerland, a few weeks 
ago was continued in Berlin last week, 
and included representatives of Euro- 
pean nitrogen producing nations, and,

representatives of the Chilean nitrate 
combine. Whether or not the latter 
had been actively included in the ne- 
gotiations raised a moot question here. 
Their active participation in the nego- 
tiations was confirmed here and inter- 
ests close to the situation stated that 
the Chilean representatives had shown 
a very cordial spirit to arrive at an, 
agreement with the European produc- 
ers who have been flooding the world 
nitrogen markets with low-priced ma- 
terial for the past year. Advices from 
Santiago indicated that Chile was more 
that casually associated with the meet- 
ing in Berlin, as it was suggested to 
Chilean government officials that they 
refrain from immediate action in their 
endeavors to force the nitrate company 
to dump some 400,000 tons of nitrate 
on the market for quick liquidation to 
meet obligations due bankers last 
Friday. 

An event which caused comment in 
the trade last week was another report 
from Berlin that a number of Bremen 
cotton merchants had concluded an 
agreement for the exchange of 20,000 
bales of Egyptian cotton against ship- 
ments of nitrates. According to pre- 
vious reports, German producers of 
calcium nitrate were prepared to ship 
some 18,000 tons into Egypt in exchange 
for cotton. The firms involved former- 
ly dealt in American cotton exclusively. 
The Department of Commerce export 
records for April showed shipments of 
4,459 tons of what is generally inter- 
preted as American synthetic nitrate 
of soda into Egypt. A swap of Ameri- 
can nitrates for Egyptian cotton could 
not be rationally countenanced here, 
both from a financial standpoint and 
also for the effect it would have among 
nitrate-buying cotton growers here, 
who have already lost the orders for 
20,000 bales, if the reports from abroad 
are correct. 

Still another development of last 
week was a possibility that American 
firms doing business in Chile might 
import nitrate of soda which they 
would receive in exchange for the sale 
of their manufactured products in 
Chile. The virtual embargo of gold 
exports from. Chile forced American 
exporters to that country to seek other 
means of payment for their goods. 
One firm is known to have had this 
plan in mind. An American tire man- 
ufacturer sought to sell Chilean brim- 
stone here a few weeks ago, and it was 
understood that this was an exchange 
in payment for their tire sales in Chile. 

Certain importers of ammonia sul- 
phate here, who have been seeking to 


avoid the marking of bags maintained 
that the usual damp condition of this 
commodity obliterated the markings. 
The Customs Department found that 
such was not the case and is expected 
to rule accordingly within the next few 
weeks. 


Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—The news of the 
nearby recreation of the European ni- 
trogen cartel will doubtless alter the 
market picture for this commodity. 
Reports here conflicted as to whether 
or not the Chilean industry was rep- 
resented at the conference in Europe. 
Their active participation in the meet- 
ing was confirmed here and it was re- 
ported that they have shown a very 
cordial attitude toward effecting an 
agreement with their European com- 
petitors. American interests, of course, 
were not in on the conference. In 
the meanwhile, the Chilean combine 
faced the problem of meeting obliga- 
tions due their bankers on July 1. Ac- 
cording to cables from Santiago, the 
Chilean government, half-owner of the 
combine, has urged the immediate sale 
of 400,000 tons of nitrate to pay a debt 
due last Friday. Company officials 
were reported to have vigorously dis- 
approved of this plan but the govern- 
ment seemed adamant and would per- 
mit the dissolution or bankruptcy of 
the combine if this is not done. Com- 
pany interests sought to have its cred- 
its renewed for a year. As reported 
heretofore, the virtual signing of the 
European cartel may result in an ex- 
tension of the Chilean combine’s debts. 
The unsettled state of affairs in Chile 
will continue to delay the naming of 
prices for next season, according to 
students of the market. Interests here 
state that they are entirely ignorant as 
to when the prices will be named. What 
the prices will be is also unknown. In 
the meanwhile the importers of Chilean 
and domestic manufacturers of syn- 
thetic material continued to name $1.77 
and $1.80 per 100 pounds for material 
in 100-pound bags, with usual differ- 
entials for 200-pound bags and bulk 
packing, with prices protected against 
decline through July. 


Sulphate of Ammonia.—When cable 
dispatches reached here late last week 
reporting the coming re-establishment 
of the European nitrogen cartel, the 
market was placed in a more or less 
state of suspension, awaiting develop- 
ments which would be watched closely. 
Prior to the receipt of this news, the 
foreign product stiffened slightly and 
quotations were raised to the basis of 
$17 per ton for shipment. The former 
low quotation of $16.50 per ton was 
named for large tonnage only. ' Also 
previous to the news from Berlin, the 
domestic sellers were preparing to meet 
the competition from foreign markets. 
In some directions bids of $18 to $20 
per ton, in bulk, were being negotiated 
for July delivery. This level was $2 
per ton below the June figures. 
Whether or not these figures will re- 
main as the so-called official price for 
July remains to be seen. With the 
European market showing. stronger 
leanings and the news of the signing 
of the cartel having been received here 
jubilantly, there was a likelihood that 
the $18 per ton basis might be with- 
drawn. The domestic production of 
sulphate of ammonia during May as in- 
dicated by by-product coke operations 
during that month was 29,549 tons, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Mines. This 
compared with 32,460 tons during April 
and 52,608 tons during May, 1931. 

Castor Pomace.—There has been no 
trading in this commodity recently. The 
producers have no stocks to offer and 
the market has been lifeless for the 
past few weeks. 

Dried Blood. — The local market 
was quiet and so far as could be 
learned there were no transactions last 
week. The market was quoted at the 
basis of the most recent sale price 
or $1.20 per unit. The Western mar- 
ket was off again last week and quota- 
tions there were named at 7T5c. to 80c. 
per unit, a reduction of 5c. from a 
week ago. The price for the imported 
article for July shipment from abroad 
was also lower last week with $1.50 
per unit named, a decline of 10c. from 
previous quotations. 

Fish Scrap. — Contracts for un- 
ground futures were booked last week 
at $1.90 and 10c. per unit-ton, basis 
Chesapeake factories, subject to the 
usual when-and-if-made — stipulation. 
This was a decline of 10c from the 
previous level of the market and, ac- 
cording to reports, some 1,000 tons 
were booked at this basis, making an 
aggregate salé of 5,000 tons so far this

Potashes 


The market was very quiet last 
week.

The 
special 2 percent discount allowed 
on orders for imported salts placed 
prior to July 1 for shipment from 
Europe between July and April, 1932, 
was withdrawn as the booking period 
terminated. The regular June dis- 
count of 7 percent offer by importers 
and the 14 percent discount offered 
by sellers of domestic muriate, were 
also withdrawn. 

The discounts on imported salts are

Orders placed 
on and after December 1 for any ship- 
ment between December 1, 1932, and 
April 30, 1933, list prices apply with- 
out discount. 

Discounts on domestic muriate are 
as follows:—For shipment in July, 7 
percent; August, 6 percent; Septem- 
ber, 5 percent; October, 4 percent; 
November, 3 percent, and December, 
2 percent. 

A discount of 5% percent is allowed 


on domestic 25 percent manure salt 
throughout the season. That discount 
also applies on 30 percent manure 


salt and muriate of potash which is 
offered by one domestic producer for 
delivery after September. 


Phosphates 


The phosphate market was quiet and 
very much in company with the con- 
dition of the market for ammoniates 
and potashes. The movements of sup- 
plies toward plants of manufacturers 
and mixtures was negligible. Accord- 
ing to reports from the South, super- 
phosphate production at this time was 
extremely small and the shipments of 
rock to the makers of superphosphate 
seemed to predicate the reports.

Bone Materials. — The prices have 
held rather firmly over the past week, 
despite a lack of interest in the of- 
ferings. The Chicago market was firm 
and quotations for imported bones 
were repeated from a week ago. 


Phosphate Rock.—Shipments of rock 
to superphosphate makers were small 
and almost negligible, according to re- 
ports. The producers of rock _could 
not point to anything of interest in last 
week’s market. The prices were main- 
tained on an even basis with no 
changes reported. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


The offerings of Chilean brimstone 
containing approximately 80 percent 
sulphur which were mentioned here a 
few weeks ago were made by an Amer- 
ican tire manufacturing concern do- 
ing business in Chile. Unable to ob- 
tain payment for tires sold in Chile 
because of the export embargo on gold 
in that country, an exchange for brim- 
stone was arranged, but so far as could 
be learned, the material was not sold 
here. A similar condition might arise 
in Chilean nitrate. The sulphur mar- 
ket here last week was quiet and did 
not contain any unusual features. The 
quotations remained as firm as they 
have been for some time. 


Atlanta Fertilizer Materials

Negotiations are under way for the 
consolidation of several fertilizer man- 
ufacturers in Savannah. The manufac- 
turers mentioned in the reports of 
the contemplated merger include the 
Southern Fertilizer & Chemical Com- 
pany, the Mutual Fertilizer Company, 
the Reliance Fertilizer Company, the 
Chatham Chemical Company, the Blue 
Belt Fertilizer Company, and _ the 
Southern States Phosphate Company. 
Mills B. Lane, of the Citizens & South- 
ern Bank, Savannah, is reported to be 
prominently instrumental in the con- 
duct of the negotiations. 

Following the consolidation of the 
Armour Fertilizer Works and the Vir- 


ginia-Carolina Chemical Corporation, 
it was rumored in New York that other 
combinations would take place in the 
fertilizer trade. The International Agri- 
cultural Corporation and the Davison 
Chemical Company were rumored to 
have been negotiating, and also the 
American Agricultural Chemical Com- 
pany and Swift & Co., were mentioned 
as principals to a possible consolida- 
tion. Officials of the firms involved 
deny any such negotiations. 





Mississippi Fertilizer 
Rate Case Postponed 


GULFPORT, Miss., June 28, 1932. 


After hearing the application filed 
by Attorney-General Greek L. Rice of 
Mississippi for an interlocutory in- 
junction against the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and all railroads 
engaged in intrastate freight service 
in Mississippi relative to the proposed 
increase in fertilizer rates through the 
port of Gulfport, Federal Judges Borah 
and Foster of Louisiana and Holmes of 
Mississippi, before whom the hearing 
was conducted at Biloxi, announced 
that the application would be held in 
abeyance during a period of twenty 
days to permit the State of Mississippi 
to file additional briefs and exhibits, 
and following that period another 
twenty days would be granted for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission ana 
others interested to make reply. 


H. J. Baker to Import 
Peruvian Bird Guano 


H. J. Baker & Bro., importers and 
dealers in fertilizer materials, this 
city, have been appointed sole dis- 
tributors of genuine Peruvian bird 


guano in this country. An agreement 
with the Peruvian government will en- 
able the Baker firm to import this 
commodity in cargo lots for discharge 
at Gulf and Atlantic ports. 

Peruvian guano, which is one of the 
oldest sources of fertilizer used in 
agriculture, has an average content of 
13 percent to 19 percent ammonia, 10 
percent to 12 percent available phos- 
phoric acid and 1 percent to 2 per 2nt 
potash. Formerly the material coia- 
manded a premium in price over other 
sources of organic fertilizer, but it id 
understood the Baker firm is in a posi- 
tion to offer it at attractive prices. 


World Potash Production 


In 1931, potash salts representing 
1,457,400 metric tons of potash (K20O) 
were produced in the world, according 
to the estimate of the general director 
of the Kaliwerke Aschersleben, re- 
ported to the Department of Commerce 


by the trade commissioner at Berlin. 
World production of potash in 1930 
was 2,018,000 tons; in 1929, 2,118,000 
tons.

German production showed a sharp 
decline from 1,357,000 tons in 1930. Al- 
satian production declined in about 
the same proportion as German. 
Polish production fell from 63,700 tons 
in 1929 to 50,000 tons in 1930 and 40,000 
tons in 1931. The Franco-German 
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potash pact was recently extended to 
include Poland, giving the latter 4 per- 
cent of export markets, while Germany 
benefits by the right to sell refined 
potash salts in the Polish market. 
German potash sales in the first five 
months of 1932 were 16 percent below 
those in the corresponding period in 
1931. There has been an increase in 
the sale of cheap, low-grade salts in 
preference to higher concentrates. 


Chilean Nitrate Combine 
Expects Credit Extension 


Another crisis in the affairs of the 
Compafiia Salitre de Chile, the Chilean 





nitrate combine known as _ Cosach, 
arose July 1, when obligations to the 
company’s bankers became due. Nego- 


tiations for a year’s extension of credit 
were undertaken immediately, as fears 
for the dissolution of the combine or 
bankruptcy spread. Cables from San- 
tiago reported that the Chilean gov- 
ernment’s wishes in regard to the finan- 
cial assistance for future operation of 
Cosach were dispatched to Medley G. 
B. Whelpley, president of the combine, 
by Enrique Zarnatu, Chilean Finance 
Minister. While no announcements 
were made, it was understood that the 
negotiations for credit extensions would 
be successful and bankruptcy would be 
avoided. 

Early last week it was reported that 
the Chilean government had recom- 
mended the liquidation of 400,000 tons 
of nitraté of soda to raise funds to 
meet the obligations due Friday. This 
plan was tabled by the company offi- 
cials when it was reported that the 
conference of nitrogen producers being 
held in Berlin was close to the desired 
revival of the cartel which disinte- 
grated a year ago. Cables received 
here in midweek reported that the car- 
tel had virtually been signed, but sub- 
sequent advices stated that there had 
been a last-minute hitch in the pro- 
ceedings and the actual signing of the 
cartel was postponed until possibly 
next week. 

The Lautaro Nitrate Corporation, a 
subsidiary of Cosach, announced that 
it would not pay the interest due July 
1 on $32,000,000 of first mortgage 6-per- 
cent convertible gold bonds. May 1, 
the Anglo-Chilean Consolidated Ni- 
trate Corporation, another Cosach sub- 
sidiary, defaulted on its bond interest. 

Mr. Whelpley is proceeding with re- 
organization plans for Cosach and is 
now in London conferring with repre- 
sentatives of stockholders and British 
bankers. Meetings with American in- 
terests were held here a few weeks ago. 

According to reports from the inter- 
national nitrogen meeting at Berlin, 
the Chilean interests were actively par- 
ticipating in the work of rebuilding the 
cartel and were showing a very cordial 
spirit toward effecting an agreement 
with their European competitors who 
have flooded the world markets with 
low-priced nitrogen. 


The Standard Phosphate and Acid 
Works, Baltimore, of which George A. 
Whiting is president, has passed the 
annual dividend of $1.20 a share, due 
July 15, but reported that $196,246 was 
allowed for depreciation, with $130,168 
transferred to surplus. The company 
has no bank loans, and the showing 
made was regarded as eminently satis- 
factory in view of the conditions pre- 
vailing in the trade. The dividend 
payment was a quarterly distribution 
of 30 cents a share, July 15, 1931, when 
it was stated future payments would 
be made annually.

California Crude Prices Advance 25c per Barrel-- 
Midland Prices Also Are Raised--Refined Products 
Remain Strong--Solvents and Naphthas Hold Even 


California crude oil prices were ad- 
vanced substantially last week, mark- 
ing the initial change in the prices for 
that crude in over a year. Operators 
in the Midland district, a Michigan 
field, also advanced prices last week 
and for the first time since March, 
1931, the Oil, Paint & Drug Reporter 
average of prices for ten representa- 
tive fields surpassed the dollar per 
barrel mark. Refined oils continued 
to show a degree of price buoyancy 
even though the movements of sup- 
plies was sharply off from a week ago 
because of the well-stocked condition 
of buyers’ storage tanks. Other in- 
fluences of last week that should ef- 
fect stronger tones in the market, in- 
cluded the news that daily average 
production of oil was the lowest rate 
since March; a sharp reduction in the 
July allowable output at the lower dis- 
trict fields in Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia and Ohio; a further reduction in 
the per well allowable at East Texas 
effective July 15 and the setting of a 
maximum field output of 325,000 bar- 
rels daily until September 1. 

The solvents and naphthas were in a 
steady position at the Midcontinent and 
quotations for v. m. & p. naphthas 
and petroleum thinner were advanced 
at the East Coast refineries last week. 
The latter movement was the first up- 
ward change in prices here for the 
past several months. The demand was 
small and for spot use only, but the 
refiners were evidently encountering 
no difficulty in maintaining their 
prices. 

Other industrial petroleum oils 
moved forward in an even position 
last week. Of particular interest to 
importers and users of Russian min- 
eral oil for technical uses was an im- 
port made last week which was held 
dutiable as a “petroleum derivative” 
at the rate of one-half cent per gal- 
lon. Those interested in this oil had 
been doubtful as to what classification 
and tariff the commodity would take. 
The importers will doubtless absorb 
the tariff cost. 

The wax market was quiet last week 
and quotations were repeated from a 
week ago albeit some softness was in- 
dicated on prospects of firm business. 
Petrolatums were also inclined toward 
softness. The liquefied petroleum 
gases were unchanged in price and 
demands continued routine. 

The daily average production of 
crude oil in the United States for the 
week ended June 25 was 2,156,100 bar- 
rels, a decrease of 41,450 barrels from 
the average of 2,197,550 barrels in the 
preceding week, according to the es- 
timates of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. The average for the four 
weeks ended June 25 was 2,179,600 bar- 
rels and the average at this time last 
year was 2,441,950 barrels. Crude 
runs to stills during the week ended 
June 25 were 63.1 percent of operation 


against 65.7 percent in the preceding 
week. 


Solvents and Diluents 


An advance in the tankcar quota- 
tions for v. m. & p. naphtha and petro- 
leum thinner at some local refineries 
took place on Wednesday, marking the 
first price movement in the East Coast 
refinery market for naphthas in several 
weeks. Recent increases in prices for 
other light refined oils were pointed 
to as an allying movement to the ad- 
vance in naphthas. And, while it was 
not generally referred to, the strength- 
ening in the bulk market would likely 
improve the position of the New York 
City tankwagon market, which has 
been subject to wide shading. The 
situation at the Midcontinent last week 
was unchanged from the _ preceding 
week. Refiners continued to name the 
prices that have been in force since 
the middle of June. The demand was 
routine in most directions. 

Cleaners’ Naphthas.—Although the 
demand was for small lots for spot 
shipments, the refiners at Group 3 con- 
tinued to quote unchanged figures. 
Tankcars at the refineries there were 
named at the basis of 6c. to 74%c. per 
gallon, depending upon specifications. 
There have been no changes in the 
East Coast market, although some 
strengthening might follow the upward 
move in related products last week. 

Lacquer Diluents.—The market was 
unchanged last week, both here and in 
Group 3. Like in the case of other sol- 
vents, the spot demand was mainly for 
small quantities. Quotations at Group 
3 were repeated at 7%c. to 8%c. per 
gallon for tankear quantities, accord- 
ing to specifications. The East Coast 
market remained unchanged at 12e. 
per gallon for tankcars. 

Petroleum Thinners.—Some of the 
local refiners advanced tankcar quota- 
tions 4c. per gallon on Wednesday. 
The bulk market was now based at 
9lgc. to 10c. per gallon at the refineries. 
The Group 3 market did not move last 
week, and refiners continued to name 
5%4c. to 6%c. per gallon for tankcar 
lots. 

Rubber Solvents.—The Midcontinent 
market remained in an even position 
throughout last week. The demand 
side of the market was not more than 
moderately active, with the makers of 
mechanical rubber goods reported as 
perhaps the most active takers of sup- 
plies. The quotations for tankcar 
quantities at the Midcontinent re- 
mained at 6%c. per gallon for both 
the light and the heavy grades, accord- 
ing to specifications. 

Stoddard Solvent.—The refiners at 
Group 3 continued to quote 5%c. to 
64%4c. per gallon for tankcar lots, de- 
pending upon specifications desired. 


The demand was reported to have been 
small and for spot shipment only. The 
East Coast market did not change last

Vv. M. & .P. Naphthas.—Some local 
refiners advanced their quotations for 
tankear lots last week. The market 
was now based at 9%c. per gallon, 
marking the first price movement here 
in many weeks. The movement was 
also looked for to stiffen the New York 
City tankwagon market, which was 
quoted at 14c. per gallon, although the 
“going” market in some directions was 
12c. per gallon. The Midcontinent mar- 
ket did not change last week and the 
demand was small, with quotations at 
6%c. to 8%c. per gallon at refinery, 
according to specifications. 


Hydrocarbon Gases 


There were no unusual developments 
in the market for the group of lique- 
fied petroleum gases last week. Rou- 
tine demands continued from the vari- 
ous lines of consuming outlet. The 
price for hexane, heptanes, pentanes 
and others in this division of the mar- 
ket were maintained at the established 
schedules and as yet there has been 
no general ascent of prices which 
might have been expected in some di- 
rections, following the recent appre- 
ciations in natural gasoline values. 

Butanes.—The market continued to 
display steady characteristics last 
week. The demand remained at the 
dimensions of recent weeks. The pro- 
ducers at Group 3 continued to quote 
2%c. to 4c. per gallon for tankear 
quantities of the 16-34 distillation 
range product. 

Heptanes.—The mixed grade with a 
distillation range of 77-115 degrees C. 
continued in a steady position at the 
basis of 10c. per gallon for car lot quan- 
tities at Group 3. The normal article 
with a distillation range of 88-100 de- 
grees C. was also steady with a base 
quotation of 12c. per gallon for tank- 
ears. The laboratory grades of both 
normal and mixed were named at 17c. 
per gallon in drum cars. 

Hexane.—The quotations named for 
this commodity were also unchanged 
by the producers at Group 3 last week. 
The normal grade with a distillation 
range of 60-70 degrees C. was priced 
at lle. per gallon in tankcars while 
the laboratory grade was named at 
17c. per gallon in drum ears, basis 
Group 3. 

Octanes.—This mixture, which is 
specified with a distillation range of 
100-140 degrees C., was named with- 
out change last week at the basis of 
llc. per gallon for tankcar quantities, 
at Group 3. The usual differentials for 
smaller quantities were in force. 
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Pentanes.—Sharing the steadiness of 
the general market for liquefied petro- 
leum gases, the quotations for the 
normal grade which has a distillation 
range of 28-38 degrees C, were held in 
an even position last week with 7c. 
per gallon named for tankcars of the 
industrial grade and 17c. per gallon for 
drum cars of the laboratory grade, 
both basis Group 3. 

Petroleum Ether.—There has been no 
shift in the position of this commodity. 
Group 3 producers have held the prices 
evenly for the past several weeks and 
quotations continued at 10c. per gallon 
for the 30-60 degree ether and lic. per 
gallon for the product with a range of 
40-75 degrees C. Quotations were for 
tankear lots at Group 3. 

Propane.—Seasonal movements and 
steady prices continued in the Group 3 
market last week. The producers 
quoted 7c. per gallon for tankcar quan- 
tities. 


Petrolatums and Waxes 


White Mineral Oils—The market 
was quiet last week and prices con- 
tinued without change. It was re- 
ported to one seller of Russian oils 
that some lower prices had been heard, 
but the importer and others canvassed 
last week had not encountered any 
change in the market. An importation 
of mineral oil for technical use last 
week was held dutiable at %c. per gal- 
lon by the Customs Department last 
week, thus settling a question which 
had been the subject to a good deal of 
discussion in the trade. The oil was 








assessed at %c. per gallon as a “pe- 
troleum derivative.” 
Paraffin Waxes. — There have been 


no further easements in prices since 
the declines reported for both scale 
and fully refined waxes a week ago. 
The market, however, was described 
as having been soft. White scale was 
nominally quoted at 1.85c. per pound 
and was flexible on business of quan- 
tity. Firm bids for round lots of the 
yellow scale could also have produced 
better quotations than that of 1.80c. per 
pound which was named. The fully 
refined products were subject to some 
concessions on the part of holders but 


inquiry both here and abroad was 
light. 

Petrolatum. — The market con- 
tinued to drift along without much 
support from the demand side. Man- 


ufacturers of salves and pharmaceutical 
specialties were ordering in needed 
quantities only and the prices were 
inclined to softness on the prospect 
of attractively-sized business. How- 
ever, no open price changes were re-

Fuel and Gas Oils.—An active 
movement of Bunker C oil followed the 
advance in price a week ago and re- 
finers reported no difficulty in holding 
the price at 85c. per barrel, basis 
terminals. The market was in truly 
firm condition and a further advance 
was talked of in some directions. The 
Diesel oil market was also firm with 
a fairly active movement at $1.65 per 
barrel. 


Lubricating Oils. —The Pennsyl- 
vania neutrals, cylinder oils and 
bright stocks were very quiet last 
week. The buying trade was well 
stocked and not much activity was 
looked for until after the holiday 


period. The prices have been held in 
a steady position by virtue of a reduc- 
tion in producing and refining opera- 
tions.

CALIFORNIA FIELDS — Posted 
prices for crude oil at California fields 
were advanced on an average of 25c. 
per barrel, June 25, by the Standard Oil 
Company of California. The new prices 
will be found in the current market quo- 
tations of this issue on page 8. The new 
schedule succeeds that of June 22, 1931. 


KETTLEMEN HILLS — Posted prices 
for crude oil at this field were also ad- 
vanced 25c. per barrel by the Standard 
Oil Company of California. The advance 
took place June 30 and the new prices 
range from 91c. per barrel to $1.03 per 
barrel.

Tulsa Petroleum Products 


TULSA, June 29, 1932. 
Irregularity and declining price tend- 
encies which has characterized trading in 
the Midcontinent refinery and natural 
markets since the effective date of the 
Federal tax levy, was still in evidence 
during the early part of the current week. 


Jobbers, distributors and carlot 
marketers continue to purchase the low 
and middle octane U. S. Motor grades in 
just sufficient quantities to take care of 
current requirements. The high octane 
grades were sluggish and has resulted in 
slight shading of prices by some of the 
smaller units. The higher gravities have 
lapsed into the usual seasonal dullness, 
with the majority of refiners having dis- 
continued the cut for the balance of the 
summer, 

All grades of naturals were weaker in 
tone on diminished buying with quota- 
tions slightly under levels prevailing dur- 
ing the preceding week.
